STOESSEL GETS 
DEATH SENTENCE 



Court Recommends That it Be 
Commuted to Ten Years 
in Prison 



FRIENDS ASK FOR PARDON 



Dramatic Scenes in the Court 
When Sentence Was Pro- 
nounced 



St. Petersburg, Feb. 20. — Lieutenant- 
General Stoessel was condemned to 
death this evening by the military 
cour t for the surrender of Port Arthur 
to the Japanese. 

General Fock, who commanded the 
Fourth East .Siberian division at Port 
Arthur, was ordered reprimanded for 
a disciplinary offense which was not 
connected with the Surrender, and Gen- 
eral Smirnoff, general commandant of 
the fortress, and Major-General Refss, 
chief of staff to General Stoesse, were 
acquitted on the charge against them 
for ; lack of proof. 

The court recommended that the 
death sentence on Lieutenant-Gcneral 
Soossel be commuted to ten years' im- 
prisonment in a fortress, and that ho 
be excluded from the service. Gen- 
eral Vodar, president of the court, read 
the sentences amid a tense silence. 
By a great effort of will General Stoes- 
sel maintained a rigid soldiery fmpag- 
siveness. Smirnoff also was seeming- 
ly unmoved, but there were tears in 
the eyes of General Rciss. 

The sentence of death was pro- 
nounced upon General Stoessel for sur- 
rendering the fortress before all the 
means for defense had been exhausted, 
for failing to enforce his authority and 
for military misdemeanor. 

Commutation of the sentence was 
asked on the ground that "Port Arthur 
was beset by overwhelming forces, 
that it was held for months under 
General Stoessel's leadership with an 
unexampled stubbornness which as- 
tonished the world, that several as- 
saults had been repulsed with tremei- 
dous losses on the part of the enemy, 
that General Stoessel throughout tie 
siege had maintained the heroic cour- 
age of the defenders, and finally, tint 
he had taken an energetic part in thrce 
campaigns." 

Plead for Pardon. 

Before the sentence was read meas- 
ures were taken to prevent a demon- 
stration in favor of Stoessel by a nun- 
ber of the younger officers and Wit- 
nesses who were present. These la'.or 
sent a dispatch to the Empress saying 
that they would humbly bear testi- 
mony that General .Stoessel was the 
soul of the defense of Port Arthur, 
that he had always encouraged and 
put heart in the garrison to the bes t of 
his endeavor, and that in case of war 
they would wish to servo again under 
such a hero. They asked the Empress 
graciously to bespeak the Emperor's 
pardon. 

There was a dramatic moment after 
the reading of the sentence when a de- 
tachment of soldiers filed into the hall. 
The spectators, thinking they were 
about to seize General Stoessel, dis- 
played great excitement, several wo- 
men fainting. It developed, however, 
that this was merely a guard for the 
disposal of the court. General Stoessel, 
who was accompanied by his son, was 
the object of a sympathetic demonstra- 
tion, friends kissing and Shaking him 
by the hand as he left the court lean- 
ing on his son's shoulder. A public 
festival is being organized by the 
municipality of St Petersburg in hon- 
or of the defenders of the fortress. 
Hero No Longer, 

The passing of sentence of death up- 
on Lieut.-Gen. Stoessel is a harsh and 
tragic end for the Russian commander 
who three years ago was acclaimed 
around the world as the hero of Port 
Arthur. Even Stoessel's former ene- 
mies, the Japanese, have come forward 
to say that ho does not deserve this 
treatment at the hands of his country. 
The basis of the indictments under 
which Lieut.-Gen/ Stoessel, General 
Fock, who commanded the fourth 
East Siberian division at Port Arthur, 
and Major-General R-;ise, chief of staff 
to Gen. Stoessel, were tried for their 
lives, was a secret report made by

POLICE FRUSTRATE 
TERRORISTS PLOTS 



Plans to Kill Prominent Per- 
sons—Many Conspirators 
Are Arrested 

St. Petersburg. Fob] 20.— Attempts 
that had been planned pgalnst the lives 
of exalted personages iwere frustrated 
by the police tonight jby a succession 
of arrests in various parts of the city, 
aggregating 50 men anil women. This 
is the greatest number of terrorists 
ever taken by the police in the capital. 
The majority of then! were heavily 
armed with bombs, and they mado 
desperate resistance against the po- 
Mce. During the coursfe of the arrests 
ten policemen were wfunded and one 
was killed. f 

The operations cent*ed around thfl 
palace of the Grand fuke Nicholas 
Nichoiaiesvitch, who, jit is surmised, 
was the immediate project of the plot 
Late today several hundred gendarmes 
drew a cordon around ah entire city 
block in the vicinity of' the Grand 
Duke's palace. 

Agents of the police searched these 
apartments from top to bottom, and 
unearthed stores of explosives and 
firearms. A fashionably dressed wo- 
man was arrested on the street. She 
carried a muff, which contained a 
quantity of dynamite, and was escort- 
ed by a man who wore a flag under 
his belt. Botli opened fire when the 
police appeared, wounding three of 
them. 

Another woman who was arrested at 
the entrance of ttic Ussupoff park 
killed a policeman during the struggle. 
Two men were arrested in the Grand 
Morskaa, one of whom is a notorious 
Italian anarchist. While the police 
were arresting a terrorist on Basil 
street he dangerously wounded two of 
thorn. It is expected that the police 
will make further efforts tomorrow to 
round up other members of the ter- 
rorists, who have been organized vig- 
orously and planning outrages on a 
largo scale. 

RIOTS" O F UNE MPLOYED 

Crowd of Foreigners Marching in 
Philadelphia Streets Have Col- 
lision With Police 

Philadelphia, Feb. 20.— The marching 
of nearly one thousand foreigners upon 
the city hall today, where they said 
they intended to make n demonstra- 
tion for work precipitated a riot in 
Broad street, in the heart of the city, 
late todav, and twenty persons were in- 
jured before the police dispersed the 
marchers and arrested fourteen of them. 

The men marched from the settle- 
ment in the lower section of the city. 
The leaders and a score of others In 
line carried red flags having black 
borders. When they reached Broad 
street, a few blocks before the city 
hall, several wagons attempted to pass 
through the lines, and the drivers were, 
dragged from their seats by the march- 
ers and badly beaten. 

Policemen ran to the rescue and a 
riot call was sent In. -When a large 
force of police readied the scene a gen- 
eral riot ensued. Some of the march- 
ers used revolvers, and began firing 
at the police, and the mounted officers, 
riding into the center of the fight, used 
their batons right and left upon the 
heads ol? the loaders. In the melee three 
policemen were shot and slightly wound- 
ed and a bystander was struck In tho 
leg by a stray bullet. Reserve police 
officers, Bycott and Smith, wero se- 
verely beaten, and wero removed /to a 
hospital. Harry Drudirig, one of the 
drivers in question, was beaten and 
nearly stripped of his clothes. 

Fourteen participants in the demon- 
stration were severely clubbed by the 
police and wero sent to the hospital. 
These fourteen were either foremost in 
the ranics of the marchers or wero 
flag-carrlors who were singled out by 
tho police and arrested when it was as- 
certained that tho men had secured no 
permit from the city officials to pa- 
rade. 

Tho charge against tho men arrested 
is inciting to riot. .Tos. Trol Is, declared 
by tho police to be tho leafier of the 
marchers. Nearly all carried weapons 
of some kind. They deny being an- 
archists, 



Drowned at the Sault, 

Sault Ste. Mario, Ont., Feb. 20.— 
While crossing on the ice to the Michi- 
gan Soo this morning, a young Aus- 
trian, named Jandnar Frigalre, was 
drowned. A companion who fell in at 
the same time was rescued.

BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE 



Argument on Behalf of the Pro- 
vince to Be Presented 
Today 



Vancouver, Fob. 20.— A big legal 
fight to test tho validity of the Natal 
act was started this afternoon before 
Chief Justice Hunter by nri applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus to re- 
lease the two Japanese arrested a 
week ago for entering British Col- 
umbia. 

D. G Macdonell, who is believed to 
represent the Dominion as much as he 
does the Japanese, attacked the Natal 
act. He urged that it was repugnant 
to federal laws and to the Anglo-Ja- 
panese treaty. 

Chief Justice Hunter commented that 
the best point was the latter. 

Adjournment was taken at G o'clock 
till tomorrow, when Robert Cassidy, 
K.C., will uphold the provincial act ini 
argument. 

An immediate appeal to the full court 
here will be taken, whichever way the 
first decision goes, and the case will 
be eventually carried to the privy 
council. 



Court Festivities. 

London, Feb. 20.— The formal and 
official opening of the London social 
season, which was postponed a fort- 
night ago on account of the assassina- 
tion of King Carlos and the Crown 
Prince at Lisbon, occurred here to- 
night when King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra held court at Bucking- 
ham Palace. Despite the fact that 
the court is mourning for the Portu- 
guese royal family, the scene tonight 
lost none of its usual brilliancy. The 
members of the cabinet, diplomatic 
corps and other dignitaries, appeared 
in gold-braided uniforms, the ladies 
with handsome gowns glittering with 
gold. A narrow band of crepe worn 
on the left arm was the only sign of 
mourning. . 



EXPLOSION KILLS 

THIRTY-FOUR MEN 



Packing House of the Hercules 
Powder Works, in Cali- 
fornia, Blows Up 



Berkeley, Cal., Feb. 20— With a force 
that shook the entire bay region like 
an earthquake, the packing house of 
the Hercules Powder Works at Pinole, 
fourteen miles north of here, blew Up 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon, and in the 
explosion 34 white men and Chinamen 
were killed. 

Ten tons of dynamite went up in 
the terrific blast, shattering tho sheds 
to dust and splinters. AV. M. Stillwell, 
a foreman of the packing house, was 
blown to atoms at his post of duty. 
Manuel Enos, Jos Grace and AV. A. 
Rodrlque were the other white men 
killed. The thirty-four dead, included 
every man who was working in the 
packing house. 

Flames burst forth in tho ruins fol- 
lowing the explosion, and threatened 
tho gelatine house, where two store 
girls were at work. A panic ensued, 
and many were cut by flying glass and 
crushed and trampled in the mad 
rush. 



HARRIDAN'S ROUND 
IN RAILWAY FIGHT 

Mr, Fish's Injunction 'Against 
Voting of Stock is Dis- 
solved 



Chicago, Feb. 20.— Judge Ball, of the 
Superior court, today dissolved the 
injunction secured last October by 
Stuyvesant Fish, by virtue of which 
the Harriman ini?—: \~. -were restrain- 
ed from voting 281,231 shares of capi- 
tal stock of the Illinois Central rail- 
way at the annual meeting of the 
company. 

The theory on which counsel for, 
Mr. Fish based their arguments in 
support of the injunction, that it was 
contrary to the laws and public pol- 
icy of the state of Illinois to allow 
foreign corporations to own and vote 
the stock of domestic corporations, 
was denied by tho court. Under tho 
ruling of the court the previously en- 
joined stock, which is held by the 
Union Pacific Railway company and 
by the Railway Securities company of 
Nov/ Jer.iey, can be voted at tho an- 
nual mooting of the Illinois Central, 
which is to be held in tills city on 
March 2. 

There is no appeal from today's de- 
cision, but it Is considered probable 
that Mr, Fish will take further legal 
steps to regain possession of the Il- 
linois Central. Judge Farrar, of New 
Orleans, counsel for Mr. Fish, said 
today that the case will now bo tried 
on its merits, but declined to say when 
new proceedings will be instituted. 

None of the principals in the caso 
was In court, both Mr. Fish and Mr. 
Hurrlnian being in New York. 



SNOW RE MOVAL COSTLY 

Montreal Street Railway Company 
Concluded That it Was Being 
Fleeced 



Montreal, Feb. 20. — The Montreal 
Street Railway company this evening 
accused the city of robbing It by pre- 
senting false statements of the number 
of men engaged In cleaning the snow 
off the streets. 

Tlie street' railway is under contract 
with tho city to pay half the cost of 
snow rcmo ;ud from streets where its 
tracks run,, and for yours has com- 
plained of tho cxtruvagr.nt system run 
by the city in tho interests of patron- 
age — seeking aldermen. Lately it has 
had Inspectors seeing, how tho work 
was done. These latter reported to the 
company that frequently when- tho civic 
Statement showed eight men engaged In 
a gang, only four or six wero really 
at work, while tho men wero a useless 
lot, who spent their time loafing as 
much as they could. * 

Tho company wrote the city roads 
committee to this effect and demanded 
an explanation. Tho charge was re- 
ceived with indignation by the road 
committee, and Chairman Lariviero de- 
clared that there was no truth in tho 
reports, and that City Surveyor Bar- 
low was prepared to substantiate his 
accounts, while the 1 company's inspect- 
ors had evidently made a mistake. 

A meeting will be held, which is 
expected to result in some improve- 
ment on the antiquated system of snow 
removal at present in use by the city, 
under Which tho cost of removing tho 
snow after tho past few weeks' storms 
has already reached $150,000. 



TASK IN MOROCCO 
HARD FOR FRANCE 



Senators Urge More Energetic 
Action — War Ministers 
Denies Reports 



Paris, Feb. 20. — Reports of the nu 
merous recent severe battles in Mo- 
rocco which have been printed in tho 
newspapers here, with the accompany- 
ing rumors that Gen. d'Amado's army 
is really in serious straits through re- 
verses at the hands of the tribesmen, 
led to a lengthy discussion of the Mo- 
roccan question today in the senate, 
which finally adopted a vote ot confi- 
dence In the government's course. 

Senator Gaudin de Vlllaine contend- 
ed that tho recent murderous attacks 
upon tho French troops at close quar- 
ters indicated that the government 
should increase the army and end the 
Intolerable situation in Morocco. 

"You are face to face," he said, "with 
the dilemma of evacuating Morocco or 
dispatching an army of 100,000 troops 
to that country. AVhlle we are de- 
bating, Spain is taking all she pleases 
on the coast, and one tlay Great Brit- 
ain will take Tangier." 

Comte de Treveneue favored a wider 
action on the part of tho government. 

Gen. Picquart, the minister of war, 
responded at some length. He de- 
nounced as false the sensational re- 
ports which were coming out of Mo- 
rocco, and claimed that Gen. d'Amado 
was succeeding in his mission, which 
always must be carried out in ac- 
cordance with the delicate restrictions 
of the Algeciras act. The general sit- 
uation, he said, in Morocco is excel- 
lent. 

The chamber of deputies will to- 
morrow take up the discussion of the 
new question propounded by M. .Taures 
the Socialist leader. 



MIXED MARRIAGES 



Circular Letter From Archbishop Lan- 
gevin to Be Read in Churches 
Next Sunday 



AAfnnipeg, Feb. 20. — A circular let- 
ter from His Grace Archbishop Lange- 
vin on the subject of mixed marriages 
will bo read in the Roman Catholic 
churches of the archdiocese next Sun- 
day. 

The circular will declare in sub- 
stance that in future the marriages 
of two Catholics by a Protestant min- 
ister in this archdioceso will not be re- 
cognized as valid. No change will be 
made for the present with regard to 
the regulations governing the marriage 
of a Catholic to a Protestant. This let- 
ter follows the latest instructions o 
the church authorities of Canada from 
tho Vatican. 

So far as this question is concerned 
the position throughout western Cana- 
da is somewhat different from what it 
is in tho eastern part of the Domin- 
ion. AVhcrever the decrees of the 
Council of Trent have been promul- 
gated the marriage of two Catholics 
by any person other than a priest is 
not valid under church law. Owing, 
however, to the peculiar conditions 
which prevailed in this section of the 
country for generations, the church 
authorities did not think it wise to 
be too strict, lost the laws might bo 
weakened toy being disregarded. Con- 
sequently, such marriages have always 
been accepted and tacitly recognized. 
In Quebec, on the other hand, no such 
recognition has over been accorded. 



MILITARY AID 

Precautions Are Taken at Sunderland 
Against Possible Outbreak of 
Disorder 



Sunderland, Eng., Feo. 20. — in view 
of the recent demonstration by tho un- 
employed here, whose ranks are being 
augmented daily by the engineers al- 
lied to the shipbuilding trade, 300 men 
from tho Royal Artillery garrison have 
been aent to assist the police should 
occasion arise. The engineers went 
on strike two days ago after voting 
by an overwhelming majority not to 
accept a reduction in wages. 

Found Frozen. 

Quebec, Feb. 20. — Louis Polinwa, a 
wealthy grocer, missing since Sunday, 
was found frozen in his woodshed to- 
day on Ste. Ursulc street. He had 
probably died of heart disease. He 
was 72 years old. 



Dynarhite in Coal. 

Moncton, N. B„ Feb. 20.— Two I. C. 
R. firemen had a bad scare this morn- 
ing when a stick of dynamite was dis- 
covered by one in a pile of coal, which 
the other was shovelling into the fur- 
nace in tho boiler room. 



BUDGET SPEECH 
GIVEN mTERDAY 

Hon, R, G, Tatlow Brought 
Down Estimates at Sitting 
of Legislature 



SURPLUS OVER A MILLION 



Nearly Three-Quarters of a 
Million to Be Expended on 
Roads and Trails 



The budget speech was delivered by 
Hon. R. G. Tatlow at the sitting of 
the legislature yesterday, the estim- 
ates being brought down by special 
message. 

Never has the financial position of 
the province been 'so satisfactory. A 
net surplus of revenue over expendi- 
ture of $1,201,000 was reported. This 
was due to the fact that the actual 
revenue of the province has grown 
by leaps and bounds in tho past twelve 
months, far beyond e.vcn the expecta- 
tion of the government. Tho actual 
expenditure exceeded the estimated ex- 
penditure by $220,000. 

As the finance minister recounted 
the step's which had been taken in 
reducing the public debt of the pro- 
vince, his remarks were punctuated 
with frequent outbursts of applause. 

The estimates owing to the cliange 
in the fiscal year are only for the nine 
months ending March 31, 1909. They 
provide for an expenditure of $3,143,- 
276.66. This amounts to within $160,- 
000 of tho total expenditure of last 
year. Over $700,000 is to be voted for 
roads, trails and bridges while each 
of the various departments of govern- 
ment owing to the expansion of the 
last year, requires a larger amount set 
aside for it. 

Capt. Tatlow dealt at some length 
with the condition of the different in- 
dustries of the province and his re- 
marks in this connection were heartily 
applauded. 

Tho debate upon the budget -was 
adjourned until Monday next. 

J. H. Hawthornthwaite moved tho 
second reading of his bill to regulate 
employment in dangerous industries. 
Ho proposes to impose an educational 
test for employment in various in- 
dustries. The measure is designed to 
prevent the employment of Asiatics in 
the province. Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
supported his measure in a speech of 
some force and considerable length. 
He declined to fraternize with the 
Japanese, though ho confessed himself 
a believer in the brotherhood of man. 
The only hope of the western world 
he averred was the conversion of tho 
Japanese to socialism. 

In committee upon the bill to pro- 
tect factory workers, the member for 
Nanaimo created a debate by bring- 
ing in an amendment to make the act 
apply to hospitals. This was designed 
to shorten the working hours of nurses. 
The amendment was finally withdrawn, 
however. 

The speaker took the chair at 2:30 
o'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. Baugh Allen. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts announced that a'3 
the photograph which had been taken 
for a certain magazine, had not been 
successful, it was desired that, if the 
day were fine, the members should be 
present at the house this afternoon at 
2 o'clock in order that another attempt 
to secure a successful picture might 
be made. 

Factories Act. 

The house resumed consideration of 
Mr. McPhillips' bill for the protection 
of persons employed in factories, 

!Mr. Hawthornthwaite moved that 
"hospitals" be inserted in 'schedule A 
as one of the places to which tho act 
applied. He saw no reason why they 
should not be included, as the exploit- 
ation of women in these institutions in 
regard to hours of service was at tho 
present time something shameful. 
Tliev had to be on duty at least for 
twelve hours a day, while frequently 
they were compelled to be on duty for 
a longer period. No argument could 
be advanced against the protection of 
these persons, who, it must moreover 
be remembered, should be in good 
health and in the best of physical 
condition in order that they might 
perform their duties under the most 
trying circumstances in anything like 
a proper and thorough manner. 
Nurses Should Be Protected. 

Mr. McPhillips was not at all cer- 
tain that this amendment should bo 
introduced at this stage, but it was 
certainly inhuman to have nurses kept 
on duty, as was often the case, for 
twelve hours and sometimes for over 
twelve hours. The duties of nurses, 
were often very onerous and always 
Important, while they wore frequently 
obliged to handle dangerous drugs. 
The object in view might perhaps be 
accomplished by providing that no 
public money should be paid to any 
hospital which required its nurses to 
be on duty longer than eight hours. 
And while this might be considered a 
little drastic, if it were applied to all 
these institutions, at the same time 
if it was the duty of tho house to pro- 
vide for the health and well-being of 
tho young women who wore employed 
In factories, it was certainly equally 
their duty to see to the amelioration 
of the conditions surrounding the cm» 
ployment of these nurses. Speaking 
for himself, he was prepared to allow 
the amendment to be included in the 
schedule, as he could not conceive of 
any rational or forcible argument that 
could lie advanced against this legis- 
tion. Tho necessities of tho case were 
great and should receive prompt at- 
tention at the hands of the legisla- 
ture. (Hear, hear 1 ,) 

Doctors Opposo Inclusion. 

Dr. King (Cronbrook) took excep- 
tion to tho inclusion of hospitals in th« 
list of buildings to be construed fac- 
tories under the terms of the act. 

Ho held that as hospitals were not 
money-making concerns, but that as. 
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on the contrary, large sums of money 
must annually be contributed to main- 
tain them, they must be considered 
otherwise. He would be glad to see 
every consideration given nurses but 
a hardship might be worked on the 
hospitals if the suggestion of the mem- 
ber for Nanaimc were adopted. 

Hospitals In British Columbia were 
in a different condition than those in 
other centres. They were compelled 
to minister to a large floating com- 
munity, like the men of the lumber 
camps, etc. They would find it difil- 
cull to obtain and maintain the num- 
ber of nurses which would be required 
under such amendment. 

Nurses, moreover, went to hospitals 
as to a college to obtain their training, 
hi many large hospitals there was a 
great rush and often the nurses were 
overworked, but they did this gladly, 
recognizing the needs of the situation. 

In conclusion, he stated that he 
would Ki-eatly regret to see hospitals 
classed as factories and would strong- 
ly object to having them placed under 
a factory inspector. 

Hon. Dr. iouns, provincial secre- 
tary, expressed himself as entirely . in 
accord with the last speaker.- When 
the province was rich enough to main- 
tain the hospitals he would be glad, to 
see a provision of tills nature in force. 
At the present time it would be impos- 
sible to do this, especially in the case 
of Institutions in the outlying districts. 

Moreover, the mover of the amend- 
ment failed to recognize the fact that 
nurses on some cases could not be 
Changed, It was impossible' profes- 
sionally as weli as from the financial 
standpoint. It would very much de- 
crease the efficiency of the hospitals 
Which exist at, present. 

Dr. W. T. Kergln (Skeena) followed, 
expressing an opinion along much the 
same lines. For days a nurse might 
not, especially in the outlying hospi- 
tal, have a case to attend to, and then 
there might come extra demands. 
From the standpoint of the patient, a 
provision of the nature suggested 
would prove a hardship. At the pre- 
sent time a nurse earned $3 a day. if 
three nurses were employed it would 
cost yj and place trained assistance 
beyond the reach of the poorer 
classes. •, 

Br. G. A. B. Hall (Nelson) thought 
no such amendment should be adopted 
until after careful consideration. It 
would be unworkable in the outlying 
hospitals. He thought that some pro- 
vision to protect the young women in 
training schools where they often were 
overworked should be adopted, but he 
did not believe that this could be done 
by bringing the hospitals under the 
working of the Factories act. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite in reply main- 
tained that no good reason had been 
advanced against the adoption of his 
amendment. The legislature should 
deal with the matter because woman, 
poor helpless woman, had no vote and 
could not act for herself. He had pro- 
vided that in the event of emergencies 
the nurse could work overtime. 
Not the Time for Change 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde: In view of the 
remarks which have been made by the 
medical members of the house, who 
are almost a unit on the general prob- 
lems, r think that it would be in the 
circumstances of the case unjust to 
adopt the amendment. (Hear, hear.) 
With respect to the professional 
nurses I feel very much inclined to 
favor the views- which have been ex- 
pressed by the hon. member for Nel- 
son. It appears, moreover, that so 
far no demand has corne either from 
the nurses themselves or from the 
medical profession or from the public 
generally for the regulation of this 
matter, and If I have followed the 
general trend of the discussion aright 
the bringing into force of this pro- 
vision at once would very much dis- 
turb the internal economy of the hos- 
pitals all bver the province, for It 
would at once become a matter of 
dollars and cents. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite — Hear, hear. 

Hon. Mr. McBride: Exactly so! 
For this is in one sense, and in a very 
important sense, a financial problem. 
(Hear, hear.) I may also say that 
this hospital question is now dealt 
with more generously by the people of 
British Columbia than by any other 
province in Canada, or by any state 
in the Union. And any one who has 
lived in this province knows that Very 
considerable pride is" taken in regard 
to the up-keep 01 hospitals, and that 
the policy which in this respect is 
pursued in this country is very good 
indeed, I will not further digress, ex- 
cept in the way of again referring to 
the suggestion of the hon. member for 
Nelson, that this change in the law 
would effect, and effect at once, the 
internal economy and working of 
these institutions, and that it would 
practically mean the immediate re- 
casting of their financial affairs, 
which at all times in their history is 
a very serious one, and while this 
regulation would no doubt bring at 
once a certain amount of relief to the 
young ladies, who are professional 
nurses, I think It will perhaps be ad- 
mitted that it would necessitate new 
arrangements being made, and made 
at a very early date which would have 
to be well thought out and well con- 
sidered. And now, a word or two on 
the question of finances. One can 
scarcely spend a week, or in fact even 
so much as a day in a town In Brit- 
ish Columbia without having more or 
less experience of the hospital situa- 
tion. These most deserving charities 
are always commendable, and are. gen- 
erally managed in a, most admirable 
manner. (Hear, hear.) 

The committee is peculiarly bound 
to take into consideration the finan- 
cial aspect of the case. The estimates 
for the year for these hospitals arc 
already made up, and in the circum- 
stances, this item can very well he 
laid over, until the house generally 
has further advice upon Its merits. 
(Hear, hear.) I say this with every 
deference' to those who have spoken 
on this subject, but I think that wo 
will perhaps show wisdom by allow- 
ing matters to stand as they are for 
the present, arid consequently I hope 
that my lion, friend, the mover of this 
amendment, will see his way-clear to 
withdraw it. 

Says Protection Is Needed. 
Mr. McPhillips: I am glad that this 
debate, has taken place. But, not- 
withstanding what the hon. the prcr 
niier has said, T know that there is a 
ilemand — and a crying demand, too — 
iVt legislation of this kind, and ir 
young girls and young women are 
suffering in health I do not consider 
that the financial question ought to 
bo the determining question, for tills 
legislature ought unquestionably take 
steps to ameliorate such a state of 
affairs. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde: Do you think 
that if the health of these people worn 
In jeopardy, the medical men, who have 
directly professional charge of these 
Institutions, would over neglect for a 
ihoment to seo that the conditions 
were changed; It seems to me that it 
would bo very poor economy, indeed, 



to say 'the least of it, if those who 
wero directly responsible for the 
health of these women allowed them 
to work in circumstances which were 
a menace and danger to health. 

Mr. McPhillips: We are perfectly 
qualified to form an opinion on the 
subject, and I am, for my own part, 
convinced that these nurses, and es- 
pecially those who are young girls, 
are suffering in health owing to their 
long hours and trying duties. If it bo 
a mere question of money, why, let us 
double our grant! (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Oliver: AVhcre can nurses be 
got at a day's notice? 

Mr. McPhillips: Any number of 
probationary nurses can be easily got 
at any time And I propose at an 
early day to take the subject tip. 

Hon. Mr. McBride: Are such hours 
In force anywhere else? 

Mr. McPhillips: I do not know, 
but even if that be not tho case, It 
should not in any way deter us from 
doing our duty. (Hear, hear.) I 
would suggest a day, in the case of 
the nurses, that shall not exceed Mn 
any event, nine hours. The paternal 
care of this legislature should cer- 
tainly be extended for the protection 
of these young women. 

The bill was passed in practically 
every detail, and the committee rose 
and reported progress. 

City of Nelson's Bill. 

On motion of Dr. Hall, the house 
went into committee on the bill to 
enable the city of Nelson to borrow 
$80,000 for electric light and power 
purposes, notwithstanding the restrlc- 
i tlons contained in section 68 of tho 
\ Municipal Clauses act as amended, 
| whereby the aggregate of debts con- 
tracted by a municipality under by- 
law shall not exceed twenty per cent, 
of the assessed value of the lands and 
Improvements according to it:-; last re- 
vised assessment roll. 

The Hon. Mr. Bowser moved to in- 
sert after section 2 the following as 
section 3 of the bill, "This act shall 
come into force upon proclamation by 
the lieutenant-governor in council," 
and explained that as this city had 
already borrowed money on debentures 
which were held by people outside of 
the provinco the government merely 
desired to obtain time in which to 
notify these bond-holders cf this legis- 
lation, when, if no objection were 
made, the act would be brought into 
force by proclamation. However, if 
objection were offered to this increase 
in the city's debt, the matter would 
receive further consideration as' to 
Wh&ther it should be permittjd to 
become law or not. But even if it 
were allowed to become law, It must 
receive the assent of the electors 
through the submission of a by- law 
for that purpose. The bill as finended 
was reported. 

To Regulate Employment 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite on moving the 
second reading of his bill to regulate 
employment in dangerous industries, 
which were enumerated as follows: 
Coal mines, powder works, sawmills, 
quarries, lumber camps, metalliferous 
mines, cement works, shingle mills, 
sash and door factories and planing 
mills and which makes ability to 
read or write this act, either in Eng- 
lish or in some European language an 
essential preliminary condition for ob- 
taining employment, observed that 
possibly one-third of the people who 
were employed in our mills and fac- 
tories were Orientals. The wave of 
capitalistic prosperity having passed, 
many were out of employment, and 
some relief must be found and some 
sacrifices made by the other classes 
In society for the workers who from 
their cradles to their graves did noth- 
ing but make sacrifices, and who air 
ready sacrificed four-fifths of the 
value of all that they produced should 
not be called upon to make any fur- 
ther sacrifices. 

The speaker referred to the evil ef- 
fect which the presence of Chinese 
communities in the various cities of 
British Columbia had upon the health 
of those communities. They were 
plague spots and unclean and likely to 
cause an outbreak of plague or other 
disease. The wealthy suffered alike 
with the poor for the household ser- 
vant was generally an Asiatic and he 
might readily contract disease and In- 
troduce it into tho home of his em- 
ployer. 

He objected to the presence of the 
Oriental in the schools The Oriental 
matured quicker ^than the Caucasian 
and the China hoy in the school was in 
many respects a man and had a know- 
ledge of sexual matters not possessed 
by the Caucasian child. He was a 
menace to public morality on this ac- 
count. He referred to the danger which 
arose, from the opium den which was 
the haunt of abandoned and low wo- 
men. In Chinatown, Vancouver, white 
girls and children had, it was rumored, 
been detained. 

There was a growing belief in the 
advisability of discontinuing the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance in the old 
country. Lord Cromer had even been 
in favor of it. 

The sneaker alluded ro the danger 
which threatened the imperial stand- 
ing in India through the return of dis- 
satisfied Hindus, Sikhs, Goorkhas who 
found that they were not welcomed in 
British Columbia and Canada. It was 
better to prevent their coming. 

This would also prove true in the 
case of the Japanese. Year .after year 
they would return to tell of the con- 
tumcly^—hcapcd upon them by Cana- 
dians and friction would spring up 
which would be deplorable. 

This was inevitable, so long as they 
were permitted to enter the country. 
The working classes would not fratern- 
ize with them. Ho was a Socialist and 
as such was suunosed to take a wider 
view than the ordinary of the general 
brotherhood of man, but he yet must 
say that the whites could not frater- 
nize with the Japanese 

Was Serious Matter. 

It was a serious matter. The east un- 
der the leadership of Japan was awak- 
ing. Japan, a great nation, a nation 
which was perhaps in Its position the 
strongest in the world today was set- 
ting out on campaign to conquer the 
earth while tho west was gradually 
through the alienation of labor, losing 
Its lighting strength. There was only 
one hope. This was thut the Japanese 
should receive the message of Social- 
ism. He was happy to say that they 
wero receiving this message and the 
entire nation was being leavened. If 
the final war was delayed long enough, 
Japan would be In the same position 
as Germany. The kaiser dare not go 
to war today becauso one-third of his 
people, Socialists, would refuse. 

Under the condition which he had 
sketched, the best way to prevent fric- 
tion and delay the inevitable was to 
prevent these Orientals obtaining work 
In. this province and so ho had pro- 
posed the present measure. Tho 
Chinese had Invaded the fisheries of 
the province. They were invading nil 
the other Industries of the province. 
Thev were the servants of the master 
classes the capitalists. One or tho lat- 
ter had recently said that It was time 
to tench labor a lesson. I-le would re- 
tort that it was time that labor taught 



capital a lesson. ' Capital would find 
that the laboring classes could no long- 
er be coerced a;: thev had been, for no 
longer could capital set one element 
of the workers organized as militia 
against the others. 

If they appealed to force they could 
no longer depend upon the militia, 
their trained murderers and stabbers, 
and in the appeal to force it would bo 
the Dunsmuirs, the McBrides and the 
Lauriers, who would be "hiking for 
safety as fast as their arms and legs 
could carry them." 

If the bill became law what would 
be the result? Some 15,000 Orientals 
would be displaced, and so many 
whites would take their places. They 
could be found In the province. They 
wero in the province already, and yet 
the minister of finance was bringing 
out others. 

In continuing, Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
was ruled out of order for saying that 
the finance minister would look on and 
seo white men starve with . a smile 
upon his lips. 

Ho thereupon resumed his seat. 

Hon. Richard McBride moved the 
adjournment .of the debate. 

Companies' Act. 

Mr. McPhillips moved the second 
reading of his bill to Amend the Com- 
panies' act, 181)7, and explained that 
its object was to free non-personal 
liability mining companies from tho 
restriction contained in sub-section 12 
of sections 5 and, (i, which prohibited 
them from making sales of such prop- 
erties in any other way than through 
negotiations with similar companies. 
He imagined that this extraordinary 
restriction must really be due to some 
draughtsman's blunder, as it could 
not have been the serious intention of 
the legislature to depreciate the value 
of these properties. 

Mr. Macdonald moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. 

Transmitted by Message. 

The estimates of sums required for 
the service of the province for the 
nine months ending March 31, 1909; 
the supplementary estimates of ex- 
penditure for the financial year ending 
Juno 30, l'J08, and schedule A, unpro- 
vided items of expenditure for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1907, wero 
transmitted by message to the house, 
and on motion of Hon. Mr. Tatlow, 
seconded by Hon. Mr. McBride, were 
referred to the committee of supply. 
The Budget Speech. 

Hon- Mr. Tatlow, who was received 
with cheers i"om the members on the 
government benches, on rising to make 
to the house and to the country his 
annual financial statement, said: 

Mr. Speaker, this is the fifth oc- 
casion on which 1 have had the honor 
to move that "you do leave the chair," 
and while on each former occasion 1 
have been able to lay before this house 
an improved condition of our financial 
affairs, I cannot but feel that the 
statement I am about to make today 
'will more than ever meet with its 
approval. (Cheers). "While such a 
condition of affairs is at all times a 
matter for satisfaction, it must be 
uven more so at a time like the pres- 
snt when the country is just about to 
[merge from a period of commercial 
lepression which, if not experienced 
is acutely here as elsewhere, still from 
ts effect on the great monetary cen- 
tres has rendered It more than ordin- 
arily dililcult to obtain the necessary 
oipital, not only to start new enter- 
prises but in many cases to carry on 
and extend existing undertakings. Be- 
ftre coming to the more interesting 
portion of my work, I will ask. you to 
tike up the public accounts for the 
lest financial year, from which you 
will see that the net income for the 
ytar was $4,396,082, while the net ex- 
ptndtture was $3,194,999, leaving a net 
surplus of $1,201,083. (Cheers). 

This is chiefly accounted for by the 
fact that the actual revenue exceeded 
the estimates by over $1,000,000, de- 
rived from land sales, principally in 
the neighborhood of the city of Van- 
couver, and timber licenses and royal- 
ties, owing to an even greater develop- 
ment in the lumber Industry than 
could have been anticipated when the 
estimates were framed in March, 1906- 
The excess in these two items alone 
amounting to over $1,205,000, and the 
increase in registry fees and printing 
office receipts which are largely af- 
fected thereby, will account for a large 
portion of the remainder. On the 
other hand the actual expenditure only 
exceeded the estimate by $220,000, in- 
cluding over-expenditure on public 
works of $176,323. 

Progress During Last Decade. 

To turn again to the public accounts 
in the balance sheet of the province, 
we find the balance of liabilities over 
assets has decreased considerably In 
the last year- Taking the past live 
years, we find this item reads as 
follows: 

1903 balance of liabilities over assets, 
$8,539,878; 1904 balance of liabilities 
over assets, $8,764,412; 1905 balance of 
liabilities over assets, $8,78S,82S; 1906 
balance of liabilities over assets, $S,- 
106,152; 1907 balance of liabilities over 
assets, $6,525,233, showing n reduction 
in the last year of nearly $1,600,000, 
mostly in the public debt. 

The loan of 1S77 matured July last; 
tho amount payable was $462,690, 
which was provided for by the sinking 
fund invested in our own three pet- 
cent, stock of £ 105,674. The redemp- 
tion was bused on our obtaining a 
price of 85 for this sinking fund, but 
the conditions last summer were such 
that we were advised we could not 
obtain more than 81, which would 
have entailed a heavy loss. ■ Conse- 
quently we determined to purchase the 
sinking fund on the government ac- 
count, have the stock inscribed in -the 
name of tho government of British 
Columbia, with authority to jllyn Mills 
Currle company to apply it from time 
to time towards the half-yearly re- 
quirements for the sinking Kind of our 
various loans. (Hear, hear). This in- 
vestment will exhaust Itself in three 
years, and during that term will af- 
fect a saving in brokerage besides 
bearing interest at over three and a 
half. Had we insisted on selling tills 
stock we would have met a direct loss 
of not less than $20,000. (Applause). 

The parliament building loan of 1897 
also matured this year, and the last 
payment was made on July 1 of $10,- 

000 and interest. 

Reduced Liabilities 
On tho first of July last there were 
outstanding $700,000 of the 5 per cent 
treasury debenture loan of 1903. This 
was repayable at $100,000 per annum, 
with interest at 5 per cent. During 
the financial stringency last autumn, 

1 approached the largest holders 
through their agent in Vancouver, and 
in a short time was able to repurchase 
$672,000 of the bonds at par witli in- 
terest to date, the money repayable. 
In Victoria, so that tho whole of that 
debt Is now wiped out, except $28,000 
held by tin order in Montreal, which, 
is repayable $1,000 per annum for 
seven years. (Cheers.) 

The Presont Condition 
Tills brings us, sir, to consider the. 
financial condition after being relieved 
of these debts. We have still tho loan 
of 1887 bearing 1 1-2 per cent, and

Tho revenue of the province for the 
nine months ending March 31, 1909, is 
estimated by the finance minister in 
his statement brought down yesterday 
in the legislature, at $3,143, 27li.(iC. The 
estimated expenditure for the same 
period Id $3,002,811.66. This takes no 
account of the sum which probably 
will be set aside for the superannua- 
tion fund under the new Civil Service 
act— $200,000. 

The statement brought down Is only 
for nine months, owing to the change 
which has been made in the fiscal 
year. After the present liseal year, 
which ends June 30, 1008, the fiscal 
ye;/- will be the same as that of tho 
Dominion. It will end March 31 of 
each ensuing year, 

For civil government, salaries, etc., 
.$249,000 is estimated to be required. 
The total amount for a year on this 
basis would be $333,280, as compared 
with $294,420 for the previous fiscal 
year. 

A number of additional clerks have 
been appointed in the various land 
registry offices and elsewhere. Some 
increases in salaries are also provid- 
ed for. 

The Increase of $400 a year in tho 
members' sessional indemnities 
amounts in all to $10,800. 

An increase of $1,000 is provided for 
in the premier's annual allowance, 
while the salaries of ministers are in- 
creased from $4,000 to $5,000 per an- 
num. 

The separation of the lands and 
works department entails the salary of 
an extra minister. 

Of the total, $1,255,900, to be voted 
for expenditure upon public works, 
$77S,5S5 is to be expended upon roads, 
streets, bridges and wharves. 

For the Vancouver island trunk road 
$20,000 is voted towards the construc- 
tion of the section between Goldstream 
and Mill hay on Saanich inlet. In 
other portions of tho island consider- 
able sums are also to bo expended. In 
Alborni district $10,450 is voted, while 
in Comox $17,000 is set aside. Cow- 
ichau receives $9,000 and Esquimau 
$11,000. In Newcastle district $7,000 is 
voted for the same purpose, while in 
Nanaimo city $2,700 is sot aside. 

in all, $8C,3S0 is to be voted for 
roads, streets, bridges and wharves on 
Vancouver island. 

The largest single item is $50,000 in 
aid of the road in South Vancouver, 
including Point Grey. Okanagan re- 
ceives a vote of $38,000. 
| In Skeena district $2S,000 Is voted, 
! while in Similkameen $20,000 is to bo 
I spent. Yale will benefit to the extent 
; of $34,730. 

Under the caption of works and 
I 'buildings, the chief items aro those 
j providing for the continuance of con- 
j strucUon on tho courthouse at Van- 
couver and Kamloops. One hundred 
thousand dollars is voted to the ior r 
I mer and $47,000 to the latter. For the 
j new insane asylum at New Westrnlns.- 
I tor, which is projected, $00,000 is set 
aside. Repairs to the capitol buildings 
' to the extent of $2,000, and to Govern- 
ment house to the extent of $4,500, and 
$4,000 for the government grounds, are 
I Mooted. 

The sum of $50,000 for surveys 
throughout the province is to be Voted, 
similar to the amount provided last 
year. 

Under the heading votes to hospit- 
als and charities the Royal Jubilee 
hospital of this city obtains $15,000. 

In all $153,925 is set aside for this 
purposfe, an increase of $33,025 over 
the total amount granted last year. 

Under the heading administration of 
justice $104,552 is the estimated ex- 
penditure for the nine months. For 
the same period the salaries of the 
provincial police amounts to $58,- 
500 or an increase per year over that 
formerly paid of $S,000. 

For education the estimated expen- 
diture for the nine months is $382,- 
325, an increase for the year of near- 
ly $40,000. 

The per capita grant, to city, muni- 
cipality and rural school districts is 
estimated at $354,945, which for twelve 
months would be $473,260 as compar- 
ed with the $437,475 of last year. An 
instructor in nature study in the pro- 
vincial normal school is one of the ad- 
ditional items dealt with. 

In the details under miscellaneous 
there appears $10,000 in aid of the 
new building of the B. C. Agricultural 
association or this city in addition to 
the. annual grant of $3,000 to the ex- 
hibition. 

For the destruction of wolves, pan- 
thers and coyotes, $9,000 is set. aside, 
an increase of $2,000 over the vote of. 
last year. 

For fighting forest fires $15,000 is 
set aside for the nine months, as 
against $25,000 sot aside last year. 

There is also $10,000 set aside for 
game protection this year under the 
above heading. No such item appear- 
ed in the estimates for 1908.

RICH INDIAN FAMILY. 

The BerryhiU family la one of the 
largest In the Creek nation. There 
are more than seven members of its 
various branches. This family draws 
more monoy for oil royalties than 
any other In Oklahoma. 

They are mixed blood Creeks, some 
of thorn being almost white — cultured 
and refined cltlssena. Nearly every one 
of tho family socurcd allotments In 
that section of tho Creole nation in 
which was later developed tho Glenn 



oil pool, the greatest oil pool in the 
world. 

As a result ot the oil wells that have 
already been drilled on Berryhill al- 
lotments the family now draw from 
$15,000 to J20.000 each month. Some 
individual members of this family 
have the richest producing allotments 
in the oil field. One draws $3,000 a 
month royalty and another draws $2,- 
000. There are many members of the 
family whose allotments have not yet 
been drilled, and there are others 
whose allotments are outside of tho 



present development, but they lire 
likely to be brought in almost any 
time. 

Tobe Berryhill is an Indian preach- 
er, and was one of the men most ac- 
tive in the i movement to have the In- 
dians sell their allotments and go to 
Old Mexico, take up a land grant 
there and live according to their old 
customs. There has ' not been much 
heard, about going to Mexico since the 
Berryhilla commenced: 1 to draw toig 
royalties fr6m their allotments.

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THE BUDGET SPEECH. 

The Minister of Finance made his 
Budget speech in the House yesterday, 
and we present a full report of it this 
morning. Captain Tatlow makes his 
.points so clearly and succinctly that it 
is needless to attempt a summary of 
them, and therefore, for particulars of 
yv'hat he said, wo refer readers to the 
speech itself. Speaking of It general- 
ly, it must bo pronounced highly satis- 
factory. He was able to congratulate 
the province upon its expanding rev- 
enue and to show that this is likely to 
be permanent. He was in a position 
to draw a very interesting picture of 
the conditions of provincial industries 
and business generally and to mention 
matters which are full of promise for 
the future. 

In Captain Tatlow the province is 
very fortunate In possessing a mlnj 
iister who aims at results, and isfablc 
to- accomplish them. As the years go 
on his duties become more onerous 
liecsause the problems to be dealt with 
become more serious and the sums in- 
volved larger, but he displays an apti- 
tude- for his task that has rarely been 
oqua Hod and never been surpassed by 
any cine who has held his portfolio. He 
exhib Its a devotion to his work that is 
worth. y of the highest praise. His in- 
dustry', his fairness, and his grasp of 
the derails of the provincial finances 
are rea Uily conceded by all, and by 
none n \ore so than by his political 
opponents. 

The province is very much to be 
congratulated upon the showing which 
the Finance Minister was able to make. 
It spoke volumes for the capable man- 
ner in which the affairs of the coun- 
try have bt\en carried on. The contrast 
between conditions as they are today 
and as they were when the present 
adnUnistrat.ion took office is remark- 
able. Then the province was finan- 
cially embarrassed and the banks were 
pressing it. - N.b\v ,it has an overflow- 
ing treasury and is ablo not only to 
pay off its debts as they mature but to 
retire loans in advance of maturity, 
and yet there': Is plenty of money for 
necessary public works. Captain Tat- 
low's remarks .in regard to business 
conditions and the progress of the 
province generally make interesting 
reading at a time when in so many 
parts of the continent doubt and un- 
certainty prevail. The budget speech 
ought to have an excellent effect in a 
business way. It will undoubtedly 
greatly strengthen the government in 
the confidence of the country. 



ROOSEVELT'S MANIFESTO 

The letter of President Roosevelt to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
published in the Colonist yesterday, 
is in the nature of a manifesto. By 
virtue of his office the President of 
the United States is the chief execu- 
tive officer of the land, and it is 
therefore his duty to see that the laws 
of the country are carried out. His 
power of compelling their enforcement 
may not be very definite, but he un- 
doubtedly has the right to employ 
whatever authority he possesses to 
prevent any neglect upon the part of 
federal officers to discharge their du- 
ties. In the past this authority has 
not been extended very far, the reason 
probably beingithat the occasions for 
exercising It have rarely arisen. The 
most conspicuous illustration of the 
exercise of' executive power in di- 
rections not specifically -sanctioned by 
statute law was the issuance of the 
emancipation proclamation by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and he was careful to 
have it understood that he took the 
step as a military necessity. This pre- 
cedent goes a long way. It has been 
held by some writers that It. would 
justify the President, in the case of 
hostilities witli a foreign power, to de- 
clare forfeited any property owned by j penditure contemplated. There are 
the subjects of such a power in the some features of the estimated expen 



Roosevelt foresees a crisis and is- tak- 
J ing the initial steps to meet it. To 
suppose that he assumed the members 
of the Commission to be ignorant of 
their powers would be absurd. Hav- 
ing told the Commissioners what they 
might be called upon to do, he pro- 
ceeds to tell them how they ought to 
do it. He wants the inquiry/ 1£ tne 
occasion for one arises, to be very thor- 
ough. He invites and almost directs 
that it shall go to the very root of the 
difficulties and shall examine into the 
effect of legislation, with which in- 
structions he couples something very 
like a hint that the railway companies 
may be only using recent legislation 
as an excuse for cutting wages. Hav- 
ing propounded these statements, 
which may be regarded simply as a 
mere formal expression of something 
that every one knew already, the 
President goes on to remind the Com- 
mission that life and property may be 
endangered and public discord may re- 
sult from any industrial conflict that 
may be precipitated. He then says 
that prompt and drastic measures may 
be necessary for the protection of the 
public. This may not bo exactly the 
advent of a Man on Horseback, but it 
looks extraordinarily like a case of" 
grooming the steed and getting the 
trappings ready for use. 

In a few words, we look upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's letter not simply as a 
warning against possible trouble, but 
even as a deliberate attempt to pre- 
cipitate a crisis. The President evi- 
dently does not propose to leave to 
his successor a legacy of disorder, if 
he can prevent it. He realizes that 
he Is held In many quarters to be the 
responsible cause of existing industrial 
conditions in the United States. He 
may be excused for believing that 
these conditions are largely artificial 
and that they have been created ex- 
pressly to frighten the people of the 
United States so that they will keep 
their unholy hands off accumulated 
wealth. A good many other people 
believe this, and when the President 
speaks of unfriendly legislation being 
advanced for the purpose of "cover- 
ing up past misconduct by railroad 
managers and as a justification for 
failure to treat fairly their wage-earn- 
ing employees," he add3 fuel to a 
flame which hardly required replen- 
ishing. 

We see in this letter of the Presi- 
dent an illustration of one of the 
weaknesses of the United States sys- 
tem of government. Frequent changes 
in the -occupancy of the presidential 
office, and the. fact that no Incumbent 
of it is certain of more than five 
years into which to carry into effect 
any policy which he may inaugurate 
or for which he may believe he- has a 
popular mandate, prevent that degree 
of calmness and deliberation from be- 
ing employed in the' solution of ser- 
ious problems which might otherwise 
be practised. The War of Secession 
was perhaps inevitable under any cir- 
cumstances, but it was precipitated 
by a presidential contest. If Mr. 
Roosevelt were in office. for a period 
of four or five years longer, the 
moneyed interests would see the wis- 
dom of falling in with his plans, or 
at least of not provoking open hostil- 
ity with the executive authority. But 
as soon as he gave any evidence of 
his intention to restrain the grasping 
designs of capital a clamor arose 
against him, and an election not being 
very far away the moneyed interests 
felt safe in joining issue with him 
Naturally he does not wish to leave 
office with his work only half done, 
Hence his apparent Intention of em 
ploying all his great influence in 
bringing matters to a climax. He 
knows that he can count upon the 
support of the great army of working 
men, and he is a man of a stamp that 
would not find the Constitution any 
Insuperable barrier to his plans. We 
have all heard of the politician who 
asked President Cleveland, "'What's 
the Constitution between friends?" Mr. 
Roosevelt is quite equal to asking: 
"What's the Constitution between en 
emies?"

THE ESTIMATES. 

Tho Estimates laid upon the table 
of the House yesterday call for tho ex- 
penditure of 53,002,311.50, of which 
$1,255,960 are for public works. Full 
details will be found elsewhere. They 
are for the nine months ending March 
31, 1901), it having been deemed best 
by the government to change the date 
at which the fiscal year is to end. Tho 
estimated revenue for the same period 
is $3,113,270. GO, so that a surplus is 
anticipated over even the large ex- 



United States. We mention these mat- 
ters because they serve as a possible 
Index to the operations of the very 
active mind possessed by the exceed- 
ingly' active occupant of tho presi- 
dential chair.

Possibly 
three times as much will be required, 
but an expenditure of that sum this 
summer will give the work a good' 
start, and we may reasonably hope to 
see it completed In 1909. We also And

by tho distinguished author is likely 
to be followed, in an experimental 
way, at all events. Addressing a 
party of emigrants bound for Canada, 
General Booth, head of the Salvation 
Army, said that an offer was being 
considered to place from 3,000 to 5,000 
men on railway construction work in 
Canada. On reading this announce- 
ment two facts immediately present 
themselves for consideration. First, 
that there is a vast amount of rail- 
way construction work to be done in 
Canada this year, and, second, that 
white men must be employed at it. 
It has been made abundantly clear to 
the minds of the managers of these 
railway enterprises that the employ- 
ment of Asiatics will not be tolerated 
if white labor can be procured, and as 
wo feel certain that the railway com- 
panies are disposed to regard public 
opinion in this matter, we fancy we de- 
tect in General Booth's announcement 
a hint that no further attempts will 
be made to seek a labor supply in the 
Orient, but ralher in the Old Country, 
where, as Is Weil known, there are 
thousands of men out of employment. 
Should this prove to be tho case, with 
the result that a l..rge number of 
white laborers will be imported from 
England, a great step will have been 
taken towards solving the Asiatic im- 
migration problem, and a permanent 
increase made in the population which 
is eminently desirable. In this con- 
nection It will occur to many that cer- 
tain enterprises oh Vancouver Island 
may hinge to a very large extent on 
the success of the plan which General 
Booth announces is shortly to be tried. 
Mr. Marpole, of the C. P. R, within 
tho past couple of days has stated 
that the company has abandoned all 
negotiations with the syndicate, 
which hoped to be able to make 
arrangements for the clearing of a 
large tract of land on this Island, and 
had determined to experiment with 
1,200 acres in the vicinity of Lady- 
smith under its own supervision. Mr. 
Marpole pointed out, however, that 
should it be shown that tho cost of 
clearing the land was too high, the 
whole project of making available for 
a settlement the large tract of land 
proposed to be cleared would be in- 
definitely left in abeyance. It will 
thus bo seen that the people of Van- 
couver Island have a very special ill- 
interest in hearing of any scheme 
which may indicate the possibility of 
the C. P. R. being placed In a position 
to proceed uninterruptedly with the 
work of land-clearing. There is not 
the slightest doubt that the C. P. R. 
is sincerely desirous of going ahead 
with the work at once, as they have 
a vast amount of capital invested on 
the island, for which they at present 
are getting no adequate return, but 
tho cost of clearing land must not rise 
beyond a certain figure, for if it does 
the "game is not worth tho candle," so 
to speak. The company must have a 
supply of reasonably cheap labor to 
do the work, but this does not neces- 
sarily mean that Asiatics must be. 
employed. There are thousands of 
able-bodied men in the Old Country 
today who do not know where their 
next meal Is to come from, who would 
bo glad to work at a living wage on 
land-clearing on Vancouver Island, 
and at a figure which would enable 
the C. P. R. to prosecute the work on 
a paying basis. If such men can be 
secured we think there will be but one 
opinion about the matter — and that Is, 
tlvit they ought to be secured. We 
shall await further particulars In re- 
gard to the scheme referred to by 
General Booth with the greatest' in- 
terest. 



A largo number of people from 
Wisconsin "and other ]mlddle states 
are to take up land In the Nechaco 
valley. It Is said that a party num- 
bering 100 settlers will locate in that 
district' next -May. We are inclined 
to look upon this as but the begin- 
ning of what will prove a great In- 
flux of people from the United States 
to territory in this province which 
will be opened up for settlement on 
by the. construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway. Some Idea of 
the possibilities ahead of British Col- 
ombia as a field for ' immigration can 
be gathered by stating that while the 
Nechaco valley Is only one of a dozen 
or more areas fit for settlement, that 
particular district can easily support 
a large population, as it contains at 
least 150,000 acres of first class farm 
land and 50,000 acres of second class 
land.

In a notable and altogether admir-

As things 
turned out it became necessary for 
the Druce witness to lose his reason, 
and he is today an inmate of an asy- 
lum. Insanity is a .terrible affliction 
but its severity is lessened materially 
when one is able to feel it coming on 
and regulate one's affairs accordingly. 
It is quite clear, however, that if tho 
ends of justice are not to be cheated 
a law will have to be placed on the 
statute books of the United States 
providing that a plea of insanity can- 
not be admitted unless the prisoner 
made a record of his affliction six 
months previous to the date of the 
committal of tho crime.

It was partly at least for the 
Very reason that they were alone and 
Unsupported. They came to the bar- 
barian as it were from another world, 
; while their ' adventurous courage 
; deemed to imply their assuranco of a 
commission from heaven and a divine 
jsupport. Their ascetic character and 
garb would help the effect. All this 
Is altered now. The supernatural Im- 
pression is no more. Besides which, 
the missionary in most cases, as in that 
of Hlndostan, has to present himself as 
u, representative of the action and 
bearing of a race of foreign rulers 
whom the native, though he may sub- 
init to them, never loves. Lord Elgin 
was rather strong upon this point.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



One of the most famous cases in 
Which Sir J. Lawson Walton appeared 
.was, says the Westminster Gazette, 
the action brought against- the late Dr. 
William Playfair by a patient for 
breach of profesional confidence, which 
resulted in damages for a record sum 
being cast against him. Dr. Playfair, 
who had acted beyond a doubt from 
the best of motives, had merely con- 
fided the information to his wife, but 
when the case came on. the jury were 
quite carried away by the enormity of 
his offence, and under the persuasive 
influence of the late advocate assessed 
the damages accordingly. The late Sir 
Frank Lockwood was tho leading 
counsel for Dr. Playfair, and no one 
was more chagrined by the result than 
he. The case occurred not long before 
ho died, when he was in a low state of 
health, and ho took the result to heart 
in a, manner which few suspected at 
tho time, declaring that his decline 
an advocate had begun, and that- 
would be remembered only as the 
counsel against whoso client the 
heaviest damages on record had been 
cast. 

In his career at the Bar Mr. Lawson 
Walton, K.C., as he was then known, 
•was held -by his colleagues to be one 
of the greatest of living cross-examin- 
ers. One of the most striking- inci- 
dents in his political career, which will 
still be fixed in :the memory of the 
public, was his introduction of the 
Trades Disputes Bill, which was in 
stantly withdrawn by the Government 
in obedience to the outcry of the Labor 
members. Besides being "one of ' the 
most courteous, the late Sir J. Law- 
son Walton was one of the best- 
drcssod men in the House, and since 
"Bobby" Spencer went to tho House of 
Lords there was no one on the Radical 
front bench who paid more attention 
to the details of dress. He was al- 
ways particularly friendly with Mr. 
John Burns, and when the two sat 
chatting together on the Treasury 
bench the somewhat "dapper" appear- 
ance of the Attorney-General con- 
trasted strikingly 'with the more "neg- 
lige" figure of the President of the 
Local Government Board. 



• Despite some evidence calculated to 
give a contrary impression, it is now 
tiuitc clear that Great Britain and 
Japan arc working in the Far East in 
complete harmony, it will be recalled 
that there were some signs of friction 
in regard to the question raised by 
China over railway construction in 
Manchuria. A recent London cable 
says: 

j The Tokio correspondent of the 
Telegraph says that Great Britain has 
recognized tho validity of Japan's 
contention concerning the Hsinmln- 
tung-Fakumen railway, in Southern 
Manchuria, and has instructed Sir 
John Jordan, the minister at Pekln, 
accordingly. Consequently, it is high- 
ly improbable that the railway will be 
constructed. All tho questions be- 
tween China and Japan are now prac- 
tically settled, tho outstanding ones 
being of minor importance, or requir- 
ing prolonged negotiations. 

In common with the rest of man- 
hind, Canadians are interested- on- 
lookers at the extraordinary spectacle 
now presented in the United States of 
a champion of tho rights of th's. 
masses assailing the strongholds of 
predatory wealth. Wo fancy tho To- 
ronto Star fairly accurately reflects 
public opinion in this country, when 
it says: 

At this distance one cannot see in 
the mcssago the flaws, the animus, the 
resentments which United . States 
newspapers opposed to President 
Roosevelt's policies seem to discover 
without much trouble. Wo believe 
that to most people tho message will 
appeal as it does to us — as a serious 
address to the moral sense of tho na- 
tion. What President Roosevelt is 
trying to save to tho United States 
is Its democracy. What he is endeav- 
oring to maintain against the on- 
slaughts of the -friends' of privilege Is 
what Lincoln tiled for — government of 
'"the people, by tho people,' for- the peo- 
■plo, first, last', arid always.

London Times. — Tho whole problem 
of Asiatic .Immigration is so difficult, 
and of such pressing Importance, that 
it should not be complicated by ques- 
tions of what virtually comes to be tho 
treatment of Individuals. But besides 
tho feeling of honor involved at home, 
In India there is a very serious move- 
ment of public opinion to. be reckoned 
with. One of tho most surprising fea- 
tures in the Blue-book on the subject 
Is tho curiously halting protest of the 
Indian government, . and It is evident 
from news Which wo have recently 
published that Mr. Morley's more em- 
phatic language was much moro rep- 
resentative of opinion in the depen- 
dency. Several meetings of protest 
have already boon held in India, but 
that held in Bombay last Wednesday 
is of particular significance. It Is not 
often that Indians of the Hindu, Par- 
see and Mahomedan communities meet 
for "a common object as they did on 
this occasion, under the auspices, too, 
of some of their most eminent leaders. 
The Agha Khan, who recently headed 
a most important Mahomedan deputa- 
tion to Lord MInto and is the ac- 
knowledged leader of the Indian Mus- 
uhnans presided, while among the 
speakers was Sir Pherozeshah Mehta, 
one of the most influential leaders of 
the Hindu National Congress party. 
All tho 7,000 persons assembled con- 
demned in no uncertain tone the treat- 
ment of their compatriots in the 
Transvaal, and appealed to tho Brit- 
ish government and parliament for re- 
dress. A recent writer has suggested 
that nothing is so likely to unite tho 
East as this question of color; this is 
one reason why parliament and the 
Empire should look into the matter in 
a broad spirit. Another reason lies in 
our great responsibilities to India and 
tho credit and privileges which we at- 
tach to membership. of tho Empire. 

The Daily- Mall special correspon- 
dent in Dublin says: — But for the in- 
sistence of Mr. Redmond Barry, M.P., 
Solicitor-General, who spoke for the 
Government, the Commisioners would 
not have sat after last Friday, 1 when 
Sir A. Vicars and his advisors with- 
drew from the. inquiry. They felt their 
position was a most difficult one. The 
facts that, tho Government insisted on 
the inquiry proceding, that tho Earl of 
Aberdeen refused to deny that he of- 
fered the post of Ulster Klng-of-Arins 
to two gentlemen who refused, and 
that throughout tho Lord-Lieutenant 
has urged upon all concerned the ut- 
most secrecy, have given rise to a host 
of rumors. One name is bandied 
throughout Dublin, and any vagabond 
when committed to prison will say 
"It would be better if you sent so-and- 
so, who took the King's jewels."

These Star Cham- 
ber inquiries are what we have pro- 
tested against time after time, and as 
an example of the ordinary Castle 
methods we could not have a liner in- 
stance to put before the English pub- 
lic. I don't care a fig about the mis- 
sing jewels or Sir A. Vicar's jewels, 
but I am glad the Dally Mall is cal- 
ling attention to the absurdity of the 
Commission. We have suffered from 
similar commissions many times, but 
no one; took any notice." I now leurn 
that tho constitution, terms of refer- 
ence and every detail connected with 
the appointment of the Commission 
were due to the initiative of Sir A.

Cunardor's Newspaper Tells Graphic 
Story of Vessel's First Rescue 
At Sea 



A graphic story of the Matirptania's 
first rescue at sea is published by the 
"Daily Bulletin," the newspaper print- 
ed on board the Cunard liner. 

"On leaving 1 New York," says the 
Mnuretania'o little newspaper, "we lit 
tie thought wo should have the happy 
experience of being the means of sav- 
ing three lives from a watery grave. 
But so it happened. The barge Fall 
River, in company with two others, 
tho Matangas and Grafton, left Phila- 
delphia in tow of the tug Concord 
bound for Fall River. Each of the 
barges was laden with coal from the 
Pennsylvania and Virginia coalfields. 

"The weather was line and promis- 
ing, and a quick passage was expect- 
ed to be made. The tug and its heavy 
tows had arrived off Point Judith, 
close to their homo port, when a storm 
suddenly arose from tho northeast 
with heavy showers of. thick snow 
Towards night the wind increased in 
force and the sea rose. Tho weather 
became so bad that the tug was oblig- 
ed to put back with its charges and 
run for shelter in Long Island Sound. 
But the snow fell faster and thicker 
as night advunced, and next morning, 
when the little fleet had arrived off 
the Sound, they were unable to dis- 
cern the land. 

"Later, the stern barge, tho Graf- 
ton, showed danger signals, and at 9 
p. m. all the tow was adrift. Tho wind 
still blew hard from the north-north- 
ea.s't, with blinding squalls of snow; 
but; h veered gradually to,.the north- 
ward With clearing weather. The 
pumps on the Fall River were kept at 
work until about 11 p. m., when a tor- 
rilic sea broke aboard, and smashed in 
tho engine-room hatch, putting tho 
pumping gear out of commission. Tho

Washington, Feb. 19. — As the result

quiring notice before injunctions shall 
be issued by Federal judges. Mi- 
Henry said that if Speaker Cannon 
wished to rellect tho views of the 
miners and toilers of tho country, ho 
would aid in passing these measures 
and to that end Mr. Henry pledged the 
solid Democratic vote in the House.

TRIED RECIPES 



HERE AND THERE 

It very often happens that a maid 
appears to disregard the orders of her 
mistress when the fact is that she has 
not understood them. In her simple 
country home the etiquette of the table 
was quite unknown to her. Things 
which have been familiar from child- 
hood to the occupants of a nicely kept 
home are to her strange objects. This 
gives the new maid an 'appearance of 
.stupidity which is very often not war- 
ranted. In many cases it would be far 
better if the mistress took It for grant- 
ed that she does not know anything 
and proceeded gently and kindly to 
teach her. She will forget, of course, 
for she is only a simple, perhaps an 
ignorant, girl. It may be that the fol- 
lowing advice, clipped from a con- 
temporary, on how to train a maid to 
wait at table will be of use to young 
ladies who are unused to the duties 
of housekeeping. This sort of training 
will be an exercise in patience, but will 
in the end save much trouble and an- 
noyance: 

"Set the table yourself, showing her 
where each and every article Is to bo 
placed, then strip the table, and havo 
her set it again under your directions. 
If she still does not learn, then repeat 
the experiment until she does, or else 
make out a list of every article re- 
quired for the table, together with its 
correct position thereon, and let her 
consult this each time. If necesary, 
the same tactics should be followed 
for bed-making, sweeping, dusting, 
washing of sliver and china, and even 
for putting them away. 

Serving the Dinner. 
It may even be necesary to go 
through with the serving of a dummy 
I dinner in order to make her compre- 
hend all the little points essential or 
I her to remember- If she does not seem 
! able to keep in mind that she should 
I serve and remove soiled plates on tho 
I right and pass dishes for choice on tho 
j left, then you must do it yourself, and 
I If she insists on piling up soiled dishes 
I to an ugly height, then show her how 
to take one dish in each hand when 
, clearing the table after a course. 

Show her by actual demonstration 
how to stand in back of the master's 
chair and a little to the left when ho 
is carving, and explain to her how she 
is to move silently about the pantry 
and the dining-room. 

If she cannot remember in what or- 
der her various duties at the conclu- 
sion of each course are to be per- 
formed, then make out a list for her 
to memorize, so that there' will be no 
excuse for her failing to remove tho 
food first, the soiled dishes and silver 
second, Vhe clean dishes and silver 
third, and the crumbs last. 

Impress upon her that she is respon- 
sible for the temperature of the plates,

For Baked Onions 

The onions, which should be of the 
largo Bermuda variety, should be 
boiled until nearly soft, but still firm, 
tuff with a filling made of any con- 
venient chopped meat, one hard boil- 
ed egg, salt and pepper to taste, and 
a quarter of a cupful of choped nuts. 
Sprinkle cracker crumbs over the 
whole, and on top of each onion lay 
a thin slice of bacon. Bake for half 
an hour. 

Fried Bananas 

Slice them lengthwise once, after 
peeling, of course; season with salt 
and pepper and dip in hot fat or but- 
ter. Drain well. Also they are de- 
licious dipped in egg- batter and bread 
crumbs and fried crisp. 

Sauce for Fried Bananas 

Stir some red currant jelly in water 
over the fire until dissolved, then add 
a little orange juice and a few finely 
minced bits of the peel with some 
shredded almonds or desicated cocoa- 
nut. 

Banana Ice Cream 

Peel four bananas and cut in quar- 
ters. Mash them with one quart of 
cream and a. pint of milk. Sweeten to 
taste. Freeze. It may be served in 
the skins, but they must be stifltmed 
by lying in a pan of ice and salt. 

Rice Cake 

One cupful of butter, two of sugar, 
two and one-fourth of rice flour, six 
eggs, the juice and rind of one lemon. 
Beat the butter to a cream, then grad- 
ually boat in the sugar and add tho 
lemon. Beat the whites and yolks 
separately and add them to the beat- 
en sugar and butter. Add also the 
rice flour. Pour into a shallow pan to 
the depth of about two inches. Bake 
from thirty-five to forty-five minutes 
in a moderate oven. 

Lemon Queens 

Cream one-half cup butter, gradu- 
ally beat; in one cup sugar, then the 
well-beaten yolks of four eggs; grated 
rind and juice of ono-half lemon, one 
and one-fourth cups sifted flour, sift- 
ed again with one-fourth teaspoonful 
each of salt und soda, and lastly the 
whites of four eggs, beaten dry. Bake 
in small, rather narrow deep tins, 
about :>5 minutes. Ice with boiled 
frosting. 

Hamburg Steak for Two 

Get a round steak, "10 cents worth 
will do for two people," .trim, flour and 
salt it, and pound In as much flour 
as possible, turn and do tho same on 
the other side; havo fat hot in skil- 
let, brown well on both sides, then 
fill skillet with water, sot on back of 
range where it will cook slowly for 
one and a half hours. Lift the meat 
and make the gravy, which will be as 
good as roast beef gravy.

While, on the one hand, women in 
England are demanding the suffrage 
with a persistence that commands at- 
tention even if it provokes hostility, 
on the other, the women of New York 
1 are pressing upon the legislature of 
! that state their claims to a right to 
: take part In the councils of that state. 
: The reasons given for refusing the vote 
! to the. women of New York are that 
' the majority of women do not want to 
vote and that they have no time to 
spare for the consideration of public 
affairs. 

If the first statement is true tday It 
I will not be so long. Every year adds 
. greatly to the number of women who 
I desire to have some share in the mak- 
j ing of the laws which affect them, at 
\ least as greatly as they do men. Many 
of these women say little about their 
feelings, but it is none the less strong- 
ly held. They are intelligent and 
thoughtful and would form a valuable 
\ addition to the electorate. It is these 
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I women who, when occasion arises 
! give evidence of their ability to deal 
j with social and philanthropic ques- 
| ttons. Legislators, both in England 
: and the United States, acknowledge 
that the advice and assistance of such 
women would be valuable. 
- As to the question of their want of 
leisure, surely women themselves are 
the best judges as to that which should 
1 occupy their time and engage their at- 
j tention. There is little reason to be- 
I lleve that they will neglect private for 
public Interests. There arc, no doubt, 
j many women so situated that they 
i would not, on ordinary occasions, ex- 
ercise the privilege of voting. But that 
does not affect the question of their 
right to do so if they wished, still less 
justify the withholding of the franchise 
from those who have both the llesure 
and the ability to devote to the cauHe 
of their fellow-men and women.

During the past few years kind 
hearted people both in London and 
New York have spent much time and 
a great deal of money in providing 
playgrounds and amusements for the 
children of the slums. Their efforts 
have been successful and the effect 
upon the poor little waifs will be won- 
derful. Every child has the right of 
all young creatures to happiness and 
the absence of merriment is fatal to 
healthy development. It is only the 
children of the very poor who are de- 
prived of the children's birthright of 
laughter? 

Do we not often lay upon the lit- 
tle shoulders burdens loo heavy for 
them to bear. Little tots of seven or 
eight are wakened from sleep to get 
ready for school. After passing al- 
most all the hours of sunshine theiv 
tliey go home and must spend, another 
period in practicing music or perhaps 
go out again to take a lesson. Nowl 
and again drawing Is also taken after 
school hours. When dinner is over les- 
sons must be prepared for the next 
day. The bright child or the careless 
one; may find opportunity for play but 
the conscientious boy or girl of or- 
ordlnary ability will find scant tlmo 
for needful recreation. Matters do not 
Improve as the children grow older. 
Preparation for periodical examina- 
tions are added to their nightly tasks 
and their out-of-school studies de- 
mand more of their time. Even on the 



behind them. Voluntary associations 
—no matter how great their activity, 
how large their resources, how excel- 
lent their methods for tho relief of 
the smitten and the protection of tho 
healthy — cannot without strong sup- 
port from the law hem In the dis- 
ease and bring It under really reduc- 
ing operations. To say this is not to 
stint our acknowledgment of the 
grand work that has been done by 
private interests, who, with little help 
from legislation, have made percep- 
tible gains in their war against the 
white plague. 

There is shortly to be a meeting in 
Toronto of representatives of all the 
municipal councils of Ontario, called 
by the National Sanitorium associa- 
tion and presided over by Earl Gray. 
The object of this meeting is to con- 
sidor ways and means for a general at- 
tack upon the disease. It Is hoped 
that the meeting will be well attended 
and that great good will result from 
Its deliberations. The Ontario gov- 
ernment, too, is devoting some atten- 
tion to this subject. In eastern Can- 
ada the danger from this source is far 
more Imminent than it is in British 
Columbia. It is satisfactory to know 
that, thanks to our milder climate and 
to the exertions of disinterested men 
and women, tuberculosis is not likely 
ever to enact such a. terrible toll of the 
youth of our province as It has done 
in previous years on the Atlantic sea- 
board. This is a condition of affairs 
lor which we should bo devoutly 
thankful.

Matters Feminine 

New York has a school where wom- 
en and girls are taught the duties 
of the chauffeur. They are taught 
how to operate automobiles under the 
varied circumstances met with. Turn- 
ing, steering and backing have been 
reduced almost to an exact science. 
You cannot take the wheel or lever 
and steer tho machine the lirst time 
you try. 

The lessons are given by means of 
a model car, and from a big chart 
hung on the wall. A compass-like 
hand measures the turn necessary for 
the rear wheels, while a real steering 
wheel works the hand. By careful 
attention to the chart, the pupils soon 
learn to gauge the movement of the 
steeling gear, almost Instinctively. 

A large part of the time devoted to 
the course is spent in learning how to 
make quick repairs to the machine. 
This might be supposed to be a kind 
of work only men could perform; but 
many women run their own ma- 
chines nowadays that independence has 
become a necessity. 

The pupils are made familiar with 
every part of the mechanism, from 
sprocket's and wheels to "sparking" 
plugs. They are taught that when a 
machine stops in a certain way, there 
is something wrong in just one parti- 
cular place.

DANCING, IDEAL EXERCISE 

The defect of many forms of exer- 
cise Is that they bring about an un- 
equal distribution of work to the mus- 
cles, some of which are overworked 
while others are wholly neglected: 
Take, for instance, wood sawing, wood 
chopping, rowing, dumb-bell exercises, 
boxing, and even fencing; there is no 
doubt that in all of these exercises 
musculnr work is unequally distribut- 
ed, often leading to actual deformity 
in the physical proportions. A large 
biceps, deltoid, or sullnator is a use- 
ful possession when it Is not the only 
evidence of your assiduity. 

To remedy this inequality of mus- 
cular development, a cult of physicial 
culture has of late years grown up 
among us, the aim of which is to dis- 
tribute the exercise equally over the 
body, and to this endthe pupil is put 
through a series of remarkable per- 
formances, some of which are graceful 
and enchanting while others are dis- 
enchanting. Many of the movements 
taught by the instructors in physical 
culture, such as "pumping," touching 
the toes with the fingers, lying on the 
back and bringing the toes to tho floor 
behind the head (dorsopedal move- 
ment), and so on, are ungraceful and 
more or less ineffective. 

All exercise should be along lines of 
natural physiological co-ordinations, 
which tend to produce grace and 
beauty, and at the same time serve a I 
utilitarian purpose. Beauty is not a j 
thing to be despised. Beauty is pres 
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ings of the late German philosopher, 
Nietzsche, who wished to place a 
crown of roses on man and teach him 
to laugh and dance. This wise man 
looked upon dancing as something to 
be sanctified and deified, as the best 
expression of human happiness.

beauty in those. When movements are 
natural and frequently performed, they 
tend to become beautiful. 

The dance seems to fulfill every 
requisite of an ideal exercise — the 
practical use of all the muscles, the 
acme of pleasurable emotion, und the 
satisfaction of the aesthetic sense. 

The emotion of pleasure that accom- 
panies dancing would bear a careful 
ana lysis If there were space in a brief 
letter o devote to so interesting a 
topic. It is not a simple emotion; on 
the contrary, it is a complex of emo- 
tions. In it are united the pleasure 
of motion, the pleasure of living, the 
pleasure of well-being, the joy of 
youth, the feeling of freedom, the so- 
cial feeling, the Instinctive pleasure of 
order or rhythm, and finally an aes- 
thetic feeling in the practice of an art; 
and in many of the oldtlme dances, 
other emotions were often mingled, es- 
pecially in the dances associated with 
religious rites and mysteries, with 
war, triumphs, mourning, and love. 

We must, of course, employ a dance 
in which the whole body takes part, 
I do not mean simply a round dance, a 
polka, a waltz, a gavot, or the pirou- 
ette of the ballet. All of these aro in 
a measure useful, and some of them 
with the minuet, must needs be the 
basis upon upon which the dance as I 
conceive it is founded. You will tho 
better understand my meaning when 
you have once seen Bita Sacchetto 
ilance a Beethoven minuet. Or, if it is 
possible, go to an exhibition of tho 
Isadora Duncan dancing school of Ber- 
lin, where you will have an unfor- 
gettable presentation of what can be 
done in physical culture when a com- 
bined with fitting music and a true 
feeling for beauty. This Is a revival 
of the old Grecian art. and all the love- 
liness of line, motion, and costume that 
you have admired on antique vases 
will be. reincarnated before you by 
Miss Duncan's children, and accom- 
panied with the music of Schumann, 
Schubert and Humperdlnck. When 
you next see "Rheingold" note the 
movement and song of the Rhine 
maidens, one of the loveliest expres- 
sions of the pure joy of existence that 
I know — unless I may except tho 
"Tanzlied" In "Also Sprach Zarathus- 
tra," by Richard Strauss, In which tho 



formal attitudes, and. expressionless 
faces. It is difficult to sympathize with 
such overflowing enthusiasm. Never- 
theless, ' even though we reject this 
German-made philosophy as regards 
tho dance, we may consult a philosophy 
with which we are more familiar. AVo 
may turn to Plato, more suited to our 
serious minds, from whom we - have 
drawn our wisdom these two thousand 
years, and learn from his Republic 
that dancing is tho most effective and 
most beautiful means of physical de- 
velopment. We can not deny that tho 
Greeks knew the beautiful and under- 
stood the perfection of strength and 
form, and a Greek revival is in the air, 
However, this is not to be a history 
of dancing. If you are interested you 
can obtain at any public library good 
account's of the art of dancing. I havo 
written bus much simply to justify 
the recommendation of dancing as the 
best, form of physical exercise. I be- 
lieve there is a growing recognition of 
this fact, and I feel sure that all the 
specialists in physical culture will ere 
long be teaching the danco in prefer- 
ence to their present divorgent sy- 
tems. 

If you care to undertake this meth- 
od of physical development, and I hope 
you do, you had best begin with some 
master a study of the minuet and ga- 
vot, and later you may proceed to 
other measures, such as the waltz, 
hornpipe, polka, mazurka, pavan, and 
the like, all of which are preparatory 
to an introduction to serpentino 
Spanish, Italian, Hungarian, Greek, and 
Oriental dances in which the arms 
and trunk asume a proportionate share 
of the movements. Thereafter you 
may be able to produce inventions and 
creations of your own, for which all 
sorts of lovely classical and modorn 
music will provide inspiration. You 
will in the meantime be taking your 
exercise throughout tho series of 
studios. You will become strong and 
well, not to speak of the added grace 
and charm you acquire. — Collier's 
Weekly.

CALGARY TO GET GAME 
FOR SOCCER SHIELD 



Tenor of Letter From Proprie- 
tor of "The People's" Ma- 
gazine Reads That Way 



A letter to Dr. Ings, of Calgary, 
from W. T. Madge, of London, • reads 
as though the People's Shield competi- 
tion for 190S will be played in tho Al- 
berta city. 

Dr. Ings, who wrote to Wi T. Madge, 
of "The People," who aro the ones who 
put up the shield which the.Cale- 
donias won at Winnipeg last year, 
received a reply from him a few days 
ago which looks like a triumph for 
Calgary;. There has been quite a con- 
troversy as to whether the shield 
would be played for in Calgary or Van- 
couver and it looked as though Van- 
couver had won, but letters from Mr. 
Madge puts a somewhat different fnco 
on the matter and now again pros- 
pects are bright that the games will 
be played In Alberta during the Do- 
minion Fair. The letter is as follows: 
George A. Ings, Esq. 

Dear Sir — I received your letter of 
the 10th Inst., and may say at onco 
that there is much force in your argu- 
ment that tho next competition be 
held In Calgary. Indeed under ordi- 
nary circumstances the challenger 
should of CD'urSB go to the challenged, 
but I would have you remember that 
our object In giving the shield was to 
foster football throughout the Domin- 
ion, and that is best attained by 
changing tho venue as often as pos- 
sible. Moreover, the relative impor- 
tance of tlic various districts must be 
considered nnd I take It that Van- 
couver would be amuch more populous 
center than Calgary. .Still in view of 
the strong case you have put before 
me, if the exhibition you refer to is 
to take place in Calgary, could not tho 
competition lake place In Calgary 
during the exhibition? If that could 
be arranged possibly Vancouver would 
wait until the year following. 

Whilst I make this suggestion, 1 do 
not of course wish to Interfere unduly 
with tho discretion of the trustees who 
I understand aro Mr. Chapman, of the 
Hudson's Buy company, Mr. Thomp- 
son, of the New York Life office, and 
Mr. Parker. Mr. Parker is In London 
at the present moment but is just 
leaving for Canada and I have recom- 
mended my views to him. 

With reference to the Indifference 
and want of proper supervision by 
the trustees at Winnipeg, referred to 
by you, It certainly ' is regrettable. 
JBvently the body of trustees wants 
strengthening and I would suggest 
that as you evidently take such a 
strong interest in the sport you should 
become a trustee. I will mention this 
to Mr. Parker, and If you join- that 
body I trust, you will be able to ar- 
range the locale of the various unnual 
competitions in a manner satisfactory 
to tho various committees, and which 
will realize our object in giving tho 
shield, nnmely, that football should be 
fostered throughout the Dominion, and 
with that object tho competition for 
the shield should practically circulate 
all over tho country. Yours truly,

VICTORIA YACHT CLUB 
STARTS ON NEW LIFE 



Amalgamation With the Motor 
Boat' Interests Formally 
Effected 



The formal amalgamation of tho Vic- 
toria Yacht club and the motor boat 
Interest wa3 effected last night when 
a large gathorlng of members of both 
of these organizations met in the, of- 
fices of F. L. Neale, Fort street, to

As a result of the Interest shown at 
last night's meeting which was re- 
flected in the members binding them- 
selves to taking twenty shares of stock 
as a starter to finance the initial steps 
in going immediately forward with the 
work of drafting the plans and speci- 
fications, and in securing a suitable site 
for a club house, the club decided that 
all further sleps looking toward the 
amalgamation of the J.B.A.A. with the 
Victoria Yacht club be discontinued. 
The members felt that the club as now 
constituted would be sufficiently strong 
to again take Its place In the front 
rank of yachting clubs in this pro- 
vince. 

Sixteen now members were added to 
the club last night which makes a total 
of thirty new members, fourteen having 
been enrolled at the first meeting of 
the club. The club has now over 
sixty members in good standing and tho 
prospects are that this number will be 
greatly augmented within the next 
few weeks. 

Among tho new members who Join- 
ed the club last night wore his honor 
the lieutenant-governor and Premier 
McBrlde.

It 
was decided that the plans and speci- 
fications for the new club house and 
figures of cost would be laid before a 
competent authority for verification. 

J. S. Gibb wrote expressing his re- 
gret through his inability to attend 
and made several valunble suggestions 
to the meeting re a suitable site and 
other matters. W. M Plggott's mo- 
tion tha.t no further steps be taken to 
amalgamate with the J.B.A.A. was un- 
animously carried. 

On motion of G. A r . Cuppage the 
question of a site which was suggested 
In Mr. Gibbs' letter was left until tho 
reception of the report of the finance 
committee, as was also the plans and 
specifications. Mr. Gibb suggested 
that a site on the embankment could 
be secured if proper pressure were 
brought to hear.

Championship She Will 
Play Senior 



The following Interesting letter has 
been received from an old player and 
affords much "food for thought" on 
tho lacrosse situation in tills province 
and the position of tho city of Victoria 
in the. lacrosse world In British Co- 
lumbia. Many suggestions as to the up- 
building or the game in this city aro 
offered by the writer, among them being 
the importation of outside! players and 
tho services of a competent coach on 
the field. We predict that in tho event 
of the city loam winning the intermed- 
iate championship this year Quit tho 
senior association will open its ranks 
to the club next season: 
To the Sporting Editor: 

Sir— The British Columbia Lacrosse 
Association lias seen fit to turn down 
the six-team league proposition. While 
to many followers of lacrosse in this 
city this may seem a selfish movo on 
the part of the association yet, look- 
ing at the matter from an unbiased 
standpoint. It must bo conceded that 
the association was perfectly justified 
as being in tho best Interests of senior 
lacrosse In this province. 

The brand of lacrosse handed out to 
the public last year by the sen- 
ior teams, with the exception of one or 
two games, was not of the highest order, 
and to further spill up these teams 
wouia only tend to still lower the 
standard of senior lacrosse a.i such a 
league would be little belter than an 
intermediate one, The tirosomo and oft- 
repeated cry that Westminster Is too 
strong In decidedly Irritating to the 
nerves of any true sportsman. 

There are some who apparently ac- 
cuse this team of committing a breach 
of good faith In having such a strong 
team, and hint that the team should 
be weakened so as to bring It on the. 
same playing basis as the other teams 
"Shades of Umslopognas !" It in to 
this team that we look to defend tho 
honor of the provinco against tho 
1 lax tem teams. It Is also this team 
that nets the mark of proficiency for 
din other teams in the province to em- 
ulate, and, with such an example in 
view. i.t. should bo an incentive, not a 
hindrance, to other teams to strive to 
do likewise.

Now, Sir, I come to the principle ob- 
ject of this letter. Why is it that Vic- 
toria witli its thirty thousand Inhabit- 
ants cannot boast of a senior lacrosse 
team? 

Does tho fault lie with those who 
havo been responsible for the direction 
of tho Victoria's club's affairs, the play- 
ers or young men of the city or the 
general public? The efforts put forth 
for the last few years by the first 
named certainly deserve to havt met 
with bettor success. At a great ex- 
pense of time and money they have 
done everything within their power to 
increase interest in the game, and, while 
in oiie or two instances their efforts 
may have been misdirected, it must be 
conceded that everything done by them 
was actuated only by a desire to up- 
build the game in this city. 

Considering the disadvantages the 
players have had to contend with, they 
can hardly be held responsible for tho 
present statu of affairs. The first, hand- 
icap has been the lack of suitably sit- 
uated practice grounds. In lacrosse, 
probably mure Uian in any other Held 
sport, constant practice Is essential to 
success, backing a bettur scheme, if, 
say a couple of acres of level ground 
could bo secured close in for practice 
purposes, using tho Oak Bay grounds 
for matches, it would do away with tho 
above grievance to a great extent. Tho 
second handicap lias been tho lac}c of 
what 1 consider proper coacning. As 
former experienced senior players show 
a reluctance towards coaching tho 
present intermediates, probably believ- 
ing that when it comes to coaching the 
home team a prophet is not without 
honor, etc. 1 do not agree with tho 
contention that to bring one or two 
good outside players to the city, would 
not be beneficial. As an illustration of 
this, 1 would again refer to the West- 
minster team. Some years ago the 
Westminster club was in much tho 
same position as the Victoria club is 
today— there being plenty of good ma- 
terial for lacrosse but lacking the 
coaching to tlovelopo it. About this 
time there came to the city a player 
who has since proved to be one of tho 
bust goat Keepers Canada over saw, 
nnd also a centre player who ivas with- 
out a peer In his position. Having an 
effective coach for each end of the fie'd, 
the Inevitable result was that the. team 
rapidly forged to tho front, and has held 
that enviable position ever since. The 
third handicap bus been tho attitude of 
employers towards allowing those play- 
ers In their employ leave of absence to 
participate in away-from-home matches. 
This has been the bugbear of lacrosse 
officials for years. Wo looked with 
pride on the achievements of Victoria 
athletes a few Saturdays ago In this 
city. I venture to stale that had those 
matches been played away from home, 
one-third of those athletes who depend- 
ed 011 their employers for leave of ab- 
senco would havo been unable to get 
away, with the result that the scores 
would probably have been reversed. If 
this condition of affairs continues to ex- 
ist, we may as well write "Renuiescat- 
in pace" In so far as senior lacrosso is 
concerned. I have known instances on 
the Mainland where players who were 
backward In participating in games were 
practically commanded by their employ- 
ers to do their duly by the home team. 
How different from the Victoria spirit! 

Of the general public little neid be 
said. It. is a rule the country over that 
the general public will not patronize 
poor sport, neither docs it care to wit- 
ness the repeated defeat of the homo 
team. Last year tho intermediates 
showod fairly good form and won a cou- 
ple of games from Mainland clubs hand- 
ily, with the result that, the attendance 
picked up wonderfully, thus showing 
that the general public, if given a win- 
ning team, will not be stinting In Its 
patronage. I feel sure that if the sug- 
gestions outlined above are carried out 
this year, tho present Intermediate team 
will havo every chance to land the 
championship, and next year will be 
welcomed Into tho senior ranks by tho 
other teams of the H.C.A.Ij.A., as being 
foemen worthy of their stool.

AIO PROSECUTION BEGUN 



Arrivals by Tosa Man'r Who 
Failed to ■■ Pass Are De- 
tained 



The steamer Ningchow of the Blue 
Funnel line, which is due today from 
Liverpool via the ports of the far 
East, will be the next vessel to bring- 
tor of, which has guaranteed to pro- 

•■' visions of the new immigration law, 
there being- about twenty booked to 
this port. The Japanese who were 
landed from the steamer Tosa maru 
are dwindling in number. Dr. Milne, 
the Dominion immigration officer, sent 
four of the number back on board the 
■steamer because their pasports had 
been made out for Seattle instead of 
to a Canadian port. Takahaslii and 
his fellow passengers who were unable 
to pass the educational test given them 
by L. S. Eaton, the British Columbia 
immigration officer, are held at a 
Japanese ,boarding house, the proprie- 
tor of w,^chi has guaranteed to pro- 
duce those who failed to pass the im- 
migration officer when called upon. No 
prosecution has yet been lodged 
against any of the men, and probably 
no action will be taken pending- a de- 
. cision being given in the case brought 
under the new immigration act before 
Chief Justice Hunter at New "West- 
minster. But as the Japanese are de- 
tained at . the Japanese boarding 
house under orders of the provincial 
immigration officer, Lieut-Col. F. . B. 
Gregory of Fell & Gregory, acting for 
.the Ottawa government in this matter, 
secured yesterday afternoon from Mr. 
Justice Irving an order nisi for a writ 
of habeas corpus, which will be argued 
this morning at 10:30. As the men have 
not been arrested under the provisions 
of the act, it is unlikely that, its 
constitutionality will come before the 

, court ' today. The proceedings will be 
begun concerning Takahashi; selected 
as the man upon whom the law's pro- 
visions were to be tested. Tokube 
Kashiwagi is the relator in whose 
' name the application has been made. 
The provincial immigration officer 
will take steps to prevent any Japa- 
nese or others who fail to pass the re- 

, quired educational test under the. Natal 
act being landed from any of the in- 
coming vessels, and it is expected 
further developments Will take place 
on arrival of the steamer Nirfghow, due 
today. The steamer Monteagle, which 
is following the Holt steamer, is due 
tomorrow from Hongkong, via ports, 
and has 238 steerage passengers, in- 
cluding 17 Chinese, all of whom will 
have to pass the test Imposed by the 
new law. It is stated, however, that 
the steerage passengers being brought 
by the Monteagle are all booked for 
Vancouver. 

The Ningchow has 800 tons of gen- 
eral cargo for this port and 4,600 tons 
for Taconia and points beyond. This 
is a good showing, especially as freight 
is not moving briskly to and from the 
Orient. In contrast to what the Ning- 
chow is carrying, it is stated that the 
Hill liner Minnesota, arriving last 

■ week, brought only 520 tons of freight 
from the far East.

SHIPWRECK HARDSHIPS 



Those Who Survived Wreck of Bark 
Conford Return — Ten Died of 
Fever 



■Survivors of the four- masted bark 
Conford of Glasgow have returned 
home from Brazil with a story of ship- 
wreck, followed by ten deaths from 
yellow fever. • Tho vessel left Ham- 
burg for California on December 18, 
with a complement of 26 men, and all 
went well until the trade winds were 
encountered, which, together with cur- 
rents, carried tho vessel out of her 
course. She ultimately struck on the 
sand hills and sank, and the crew, 
managing to scramble ashore, found 
themselves 170 miles from Pernambuco. 
The captain procured a pony and rode 
to Pernambuco, but the natives de- 
clined to asist the others, and some, of 
the men contracted fever. Others tried 
to walk to Pernambuco, but, after 
several days in the sands without wa- 
ter, were compelled to return, exhaust- 
ed. Ono after another ten men died, 
and tho survivors were eventully 
picked up by the captain of a coast- 
ing steamer, who happened to be an 
Englishman, and who conveyed them 
to Pernambuco. 



The United States government -has 
discontinued for the present the opera- 
tion before 11 p. m. each night of the 
searchlight recently Installed at Ta- 
toosh, according to a telegram received 
yesterday from the signal station. The 
discontinuance is reported .-to.,, be be- 
cause 'the light has been working un- 
satisfactorily owing to interference of 
the wireless telegraph apparatus from 
the island. • 

' Tlie J searchlight was recently estab- 
lished as an experiment, but current 
for it and for the wireless system 
comes from the same dynamo. Conse- 
quently the light has appeared only 
intermittently, wireless mesages in- 
te:fering. As few messages are re- 
ceived or sent after 11 p. m., the light 
will be in use after that hour, but 
previous to 11 o'clock it will not be 
turned on for the reason stated. Other- 
wise the light has worked well and 
the experiment has been successful- 
The light has been of great assistance 
to "mariners making the cape. 

Government officials state that as 
soon as possible other arrangements 
will be made so that the light can be 
continually in use during the hours of 
darkness.

Kosmos Liner Will Proceed Direct to 
Ejropo With Grain — Delays in 
South America 

The Kosmos liner Aeilia, which 
leaves Tacoma today for Europe, will 
proceed direct to Hamburg, carrying a 
full cargo of grain. The Kosmos 
r.teamers report that unusually long 
delays are encountered at South 
American ports, where they usually 
call, owing to tho influx of shipping 
and poor facilities for hnndllng freight. 
The Acllla was held at Telcuhuano and 
Valparaiso for a long time- In the 
former port she lay from September 
5 to October 21, and at Valparaiso she 
was held from October 22 to December 
6. Tho delay was caused by the groat 
influx of shipping and tho inadequate 
facilities for handling so much' cargo. 
Captain Lorenz states that the customs 
houses wore filled with goods and the 
railroads were unable to carry the 
freight away. Consequently vessels 
had to await their turn in discharging. 

At one time eight steamers of the 
Kosmos line were at Talcahuano, while 
It was just as hud ut Valparaiso. In 
the. latter port shipping is badly handi- 
capped by tho losses of tho' earthquake 
and fire of 1906. Many of the ware-

SALVED THE ETRURIA 



Recent Salvage Case of Leyland Liner 
William Cliff Recalls Former 
Feat 



The recent salvage of the . steamer 
Cambrian by the Leyland liner William 
Cliff recalls the fact that this was not 
the first occasion upon-whlch the Wil- 
liam Cliff has been instrumental In 
salving valuable property In the At- 
lantic. Some five or more years ago, 
It will be remembered, the Cunarder 
Etruria broke her propeller shaft while 
In the Atlantic, and was driven south- 
ward by gales, while she was on a voy- 
age from New York to Liverpool, with 
200 passengers and malls. The vessel 
had been missing for several days, but 
she got into communication by means 
of wireless telegraphy, and managed 
to give her approximate latitude and 
longitude. In spite of this she was 
missed again, but in the meantime she 
was picked up by the William Cliff 
and towed to the Azores, where she ar- 
rived unexpectedly, for the Cunard 
company had sent out vessels in search 
of her. The Etruria was eventually 
taken to Liverpool by tho Cunard 
company's tugs. During her towage 
by the William Cliff, it will bo remem- 
bered that a dinner was held on board 
the Etruria. In honor of the salvor, pre- 
sided over by one of the passengers, 
who compound a poem in praiso of the 
William Cliff's services, and a some- 
what handsome testimonial and ad- 
dress were presented to the captain' of 
tho last named vesol. 



EMILY REED WRECK 
RECALLS WAX SHIP 



Mysterious Disaster of Early 
Days Which Took Place 
Where Collier Was Lost 



'. The wreck of the collier Emily Reed 
at the mouth of the Nehalem river on 
the Oregon coast recalls the wreck of 
what has been, called "the : wax- ship," 
which lias been the subject of many in- 
vestigations, some by Victorians, ,and 
still remains one of . the . mysteries of 
the unknown wrecks of the, early days 
of the North. Pacific coast. When , the 
earlier explorers reached the coast they 
were informed of the strange wreck 
and in 1814 a fur-trader named Henry 
wrote to officials of the British museum 
of the finding of the bones of two Un- 
known wrecks and of the beeswax dug 
from tho sands piled 'nearby. Native 
tradition did not go as far as to recall 
how the ship was lost. 

Samuel L. Clarke, an old-time resi- 
dent, tells of a trip between the VV11- 
liamettc and Tillamook made In 1870, 
when he spoke with Indians regarding 
the wreck, but their stories varied. 
The sands of Nehalem, according to the 
Indians, seem to have been like Scylla 
and Chrybdls in their enticement into 
disaster. The natives told of a Chin- 
ese junk which had met its fate there 
and a number of the Chinese were sav- 
ed and lived with the Indians. They 
lamented their fate, but. with time 
assimilated, found wives and left de- 
scendants whoso eyes bespeak their 
Oriental origin to this day. 

Blocks of bees-wax taken from the 
wfeck off the Nehalem, . where the 
Emily Reed drove ashore, are In pos- 
session of several museums. Ono piece 
held at Astoria, has marks of a taper 
having been placed in It. The mark- 
ings of the wax indicate that it did not 
come from the Chinese junk as was 
imagined. The Indians have memory 
of several wrecks which occurred "be- 
fore the white men came." The gen- 
eral opinion Is that the wax came from 
some Spanish vessel. 

In 1887 Mr. Howell found that the 
tide had exposed some of the bees-wax 
and he excavated and took out several 
tons. Some had been 'run into boxes or 
kegs; a part was in big squares or 
parallelograms. A number were mark- 
ed with large capital letters "I.H.S." 
with a cross, evidently standing for 
"In hoc signo" (In this sign). Other 
pieces Had the letters "I.H.N." for the 
Latin "In hoc nomen" (in this name). 
Some pieces had only the letter "N" 
surrounded by a diamond.'- Thc3e 
marks, with the fact that wax tapers 
were fitted to most of the 'pieces, are 
considered as prbving thit the wax 
was intended for one of theOefarly Cath- 
olic missions on the Pacific coast. . 

One of the clearest- stories of Indian 
descent traces' an Indian family to a 
red-haired white man saved from a 
wreck about the year 1745. , The tradi- 
tions of wrecks say th-ey occurred very 
long ago. The presence of the large 
quantity of beeswax in the sandbank 
at the Nehalem river is explained, in 
one of the stories of disaster. A tradi- 
tion of a nearby .tribe has it that the 
beeswax followed the loss of a vessel 
which drove into the sand during a 
storm, all on board being lost. The 
Indians did not know what use to 
make of the wax. Some tried to burn 
it, and found it good fuel, but wood 
was plentiful, and It was not as good 
as the wood. Some shaman spread a 
story that ill-fortune would follow 
burning It, and its use as fuel was 
quick/- stopped. 

AVhite men have known of the wax- 
ship and the flotsam of the scene of 
the wreck of the Emily Reed since 1S06, 
and the indications are that the wreck 
from which the wax came ashore was 
lost long years before, perhaps half a 
century. But there comes the my- 
stery; and the question as to how such 
a mission craft came to bo in this 
latitude a century and a half ago has 
always remained unanswered, 

J. R. Anderson, deputy minister of 
agriculture, some years ago received 
from L. I. Hawkins of Portland, speci- 
mens of the wax of the Nehalem river, 
and some wood purporting to be from 
tho wreck. The wood was referred by- 
Mr. Anderson to Herbert Stone, of 
Litchfield, England, a specialist in 
wood, and he wrote to Mr. Anderson 
saying it was the camphor wood of 
Japan. The evidence thus given was 
In favor of the belief that the wreck 
was that of a Japanese junk, of which 
others, according to Indian traditions, 
had been blown across the Pacific and 
wrecked on tho west coast of Vancou- 
ver island. 



INSTALLING ENGINES 

OF STEAMER LiLLOOET 



Machinery Being Placed in Hydro- 
graphic Steamer — Canadian 
Shipbuilders Need Aid 



The machinery of the new. hydro- 
graphic steamer Lillooet, being com- 
pleted by the British Columbia Marino 
Railway company for tho Dominion 
government, has been Installed and 
,the boilers are now .being fitted. Fol- 
lowing the, placing of -the machinery 
and boilers, the completion of. the up- 
per works and interior fittings of the 
vessel will be hurried , to completion, 
so that the steamer may be ready to 
engage in work early this season in 
northern waters, ' 

The Ottawa government has made 
no decision with regard to where the 
new fisheries protection cruiser for 
service on the British Columbia cowst 
will be constructed. While the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa is considering hav- 
ing the new Canadian steamer built at 
iv British shipyard Instead of at a 
Canadian yard, it is interesting to 
note (hat the Montreal correspondent 
of Shipping Illustrated writes: 

Reports Indicate " that industrial 
conditions In tho Canadian lake port 
of Collingwood are substantially par- 
alyzed for the present. The shipyards, 
the principal Industry of . the . town, 
which a year ago employed 1,000 men, 
have shut down Indefinitely, owing to 
tho inability to make the plant pay. 
About the only work on hand for the 
year was the building of a new pas- 
senger steamer for tlie Northern Nav- 
igation company, at a cost of $500,000. 
To secure this contract it wfis neces- 



sary in the competition to make an al- 
lowance for a reduction of 15 per cent, 
in wages. A notice to this effect waa 
posted in the yards, the result being a. 
rofusal on the part of the mechanics 
to submit to the reduction of wages, 
and tho shipyards were closed for tho 
winter. . ' 

The same paper : prints the follow- 
ing in its editorial notes: 

Newfoundland lux staken the lead of 
Canada in the '. matter of granting 
bounties for shipbuilding. The project 
has been introduced In the colonial 
legislature as a government bill and 
will doubtless bo enacted. The premier 
Instanced the fact that last year $15,- 
000 went out of the colony for tho 
purchase of . Nova Scotlan and Amer- 
ican vessels. The opposition in' the 
course of the debate, moved an amend- 
ment to the bill to tho effect that the 
bounty Is to be paid dependent on a 
vessel's sails being made In the col- 
ony. The government contended that, 
If tho sallmaklng business was found 
to require more protection than it 
now. received, namely, 35 per cent., the 
proper place to afford that protection 
was in the tariff, ^yhich would affect 
"not only, one set of ship's .sails, but 
every subsequent sail she would need. 
The amendment. was voted down. 



BARGE F OR THE YUKON 

Cold Storage Company Builds Vessel 
to Carry Half Million Pounds 
of Meat 



Increasing it's fleet of Yukon river 
refrigerator' barges to five, the Pacific 
Cold Storage company of Tacoma has 
awarded a contract for another. The 
cost will be about $35,000, and the 
new refrlegrator' will bo called Trin- 
der," This is in ' compliment of Mr. 
Trindcr, one of the largest stockhold- 
ers in the firm. Mr. Trinder Is senior 
partner of Trinder & Anderson, a 
large English house engaged in^ the 
transportation of. refrigerated v beef 
from New Zealand and Australia and 
South America to Great Britain. 

The Trinder. will have a capacity 
for 500,000 pounds of beef. It is In- 
tended to have her ready by the end 
of May, when she will be towed to St. 
Michael by the steamer Elilni Thom- 
son, owned and operated by the com- 
pany. The Trindcr will be 150 feet 
long, 34 feet beam and will draw, when 
loaded, 3 1-2 feet. The new barge 
will, in general details, resemble the 
McNub, built last year. 

The company will, as usual, operate 
the steamer Eilhu Thomson and bargo 
Dashing Wave between Tacoma and 
Nome this summer, while the river 
steamer Robert . Kerr and tho barges 
w.lli be used in. transporting meats 
and general merchandise along the 
Yukon. 



TOSA MAEU TAKES THE

Dr..$- W.att, .quarantine 
superintendent,,; >va's/ unwilling to 're- 
lease the (Japanese'.'. bve'r' 200 In . num- 
ber, as the tl'meVof their quarantine 
had not expired' within a day or two, 
but on an. Intimation being received 
from Dr. Oakley, quarantine officer at 
Port Townsend, <that .he was., willing 
to have the. compatiy sent on, they 
were placed o\\ board the Japanese 
liner.. 

Yesterday morning when Dr. Milne 
continued his examination of tho ar- 
rivals of the Tosa Maru four more 
stowaways were fou.'d . hiding in 
various places on board the steamer, 
and it was found on investigation, 
that one of the quartermasters of the 
steamer was assisting the stowaways. 
All the stowaways and the quarer- 
masters were taken in charge to be 
held -for deportation on. board the 
steamer when she sails for the Orient. 

C. P. R. SEES NO NEED 
. TO CUT THEIR RATES 



Princess Royal Continues to Enjoy 
Good Sharo of Travel on tho 
Seattle Route 



There is considerable interest be- 
ing shown in the rate war which was 
started recently by the Puget Sound 
Navigation company against the Can- 
adian Pacific when tho Rosalie was 
placed on the Victoria run in compe- 
tition with tho Princess Royal at a 
much lower rate for the trip, says the 
Seattle Times. The Chippewa, which 
was more nearly In the class with the 
Royal, was forced off the run at the 
regular fare owing to her losses. The 
Rosalie is acknowledged by her own- 
ers to be inferior to the Princess 
Royal and the company claims that 
thev have no rate war in mind but 
are simply fixing the rate in propor- 
tion to the class of ship in order to 
get the business. The Canadian Pa- 
cific officials have as yet paid no heed 
to the cut rate and her representa- 
tives in this city stated this morning 
that there was no likelihood of their 
doing so while 'the competition was 
afforded by the' Rosalie. - 

"We are doing air the business we 
can handle and have not seen tho 
slightest change by reason of the new 
rate," said 6ne' of the officials. "The 
Seattle traveling public are standing 
by us well and the Victoria people are 
with us to a' man. They do not' re- 
gard the move of the other; company 
favorably and : it has helped' rather 
than hurt us."' '' '- 

The Puget Sound Navigation com- 
pany also claim to bo doing all tho 
business they can handle. 

"The Rosalie is going out every day 
with full berths and a large cargo." 
said an official, "The cut rate seems 
to make business where there was 
none before and we have been happily 
surprised at the way things have been 
coming our way There will be no 
chango In the rate for the present at 
least."

NEW ALLAN LINER 

Corsican, Recently PNced in Service 
Is Not Fitted With Turbine 
Machinery 



The new Allan -liner Corsican, re- 
cently placed • In service, was not 
equipped with turbine engines like the 
Victoria and Virginian, which wero 
tho first transatlantic vessels equip- 
ped with the new propelling machin- 
ery. Tho have been in service since 
1004. The Corsican was the largest 
steamer built on the Clyde in 1S07, and 
the third of tlie six vessels exceeding 
10,000 tons completed in the United 
Kingdom. The vessel and machinery 
were constructed by Messrs.: Barclay, 
Curie & Company, Limited, of 
Whitelnch, Glasgow. The Corsican is 
510 feet in length, 61 feet 3 inches In 
breadth, and 42 feet 9 inches in depth, 
with a gross, register, tonnage of 11,- 
037 tons. While designed to carry 300 
flrst-classi 400 second-class, and 1,500 
third-class -passengers, the Corsican 
takes 11,000 tons deadweight cargo, so 
that her speed — 17.6 knot3, with 9,400 
indicated horse-power — Is a very sat- 
isfactory one. She' has seven single- 
ended boilers, each having four fur- 
naces, and these are accommodated in 
two stokeholds, while the engines are 
of the three-cylinder triple-expansion 
type, driving twin-screws. 



. ■ Marine Notes. 

The steamer Vadso, of the Bosco- 
witz Steamship company, resumed 
service last night after being repaired 
at the . British Columbia Marine rail- 
way ways. The Vadso sailed last night 
from Porter's wharf for Naas and way 
ports of northern British Columbia. 

At midnight tonight unless the 
steam schooner owners of the North 
Pacitic coast agree to carry three en- 
gineers instead of two, as is sought by 
tho shipowners, the marine engineers' 
association will order a strike. 

The admiralty has placed with 
Messrs. Beardmore & Co., of'Glasgow, 
an order for 2,500 tons of armor plates 
for three battleships building in two 
royal yards, and at Barrow the con- 
tract is -valued ut a quarter of a mil- 
lion pounds. 

The oil tank steamer Argyll, from 
San Francisco, is due at Seattle. The 
steamer is In command of Capt. Frank 
E. Ferris, of this city, until recently 
superintendent of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship company. 

The new steamer Malte, of tho 
Chargeurs Reunls, from Antwerp and 
Havre, left Yokohama February 15 
for this port via Honolulu and San 
Francisco. She will enter the dock at 
Esqulmalt on arrival, to be cleaned 
and painted. 

Advices have been received from 
Ocos, Guatemala, that there is no hope 
of salving the Kosmos liner Sesostrls, 
which went ashore at Ocos last March. 
The steamer is high and dry at low 
water and Is deeply imbedded in the 
sand. Capt. Groot, formerly master of 
the' Sesostrls, has died at Hamburg 
since his vessel went ashore. Arrange 
ments were under way some time, ago 
with the British Columbia Salvage 
.company 'of Esqulmalt /to send thelrj 
steamer Salvor* 1 tb-assist''the Sesostrls] 
'■' The Chilean merchant marine is in- 
creasing very rapidly and at present is 
exceeded by that of only one South 
American country— Brazil— which haa 
a tonnage of '211,194, against 156,316 
for Chile. - Of the Chilean shipping 
107,727 tons are steam and 48,589 sail. 
It is mostly engaged in the west const 
trade of South America. During the 
year 1906 there was an increase of 30,- 
122 tons in vessels flying the Chilean 
flag. The figures from 1907 are not 
yet obtainable. 

Advices state that the authorities of 
Otaru In Hokkaido, Japan, have, a 
scheme on foot to construct a floating 
dock, 220 ft long, 100 ft wide, and 34 
feet deep, at a cost of $29,000, and 
certain shipbuilding firms have been 
asked to tender. 

The big shipbuilding 'syndicate of 
of Sir James Laing & Sons, Sunder- 
land, Eng., was compelled to suspend 
on February 9. The syndicate operated 
yards at Sunderland and Deptford, 
and employed some 5,000 men. It Is 
expected that a scheme of reconstruc- 
tion will be. submitted to the creditors 
at an early date. 

Two weeks before the British bark 
Cloch arrived on Puget sound, her 
charter to load wheat for the United 
Kingdom expired. The vessel was 
fixed some time ago by the Puget 
Sound Flouring Mills company at the 
high rate of 33 shillings 9 pence. She 
was to have been here before Febru- 
ary, but it was February 14 before she 
ended her passage from the west 
cuast. In the meantime the vessel is 
lying at Port Townsend awaiting or- 
ders. In all probability the Cloch will 
afiain bp fixed by the same exporting 
firm but, as charter rates have been 
steadily declining for some time, tho 
cancelling of tlie former charter will 
moan a. heavy loss to the vessel's 
owners. Should tho Cloch nov# be 
taken at the union rate of 27 shillings 
pence, the vessel will receive about 
$4,000 less for the passage than under 
the first charter. 

The steamer Borderer which, as re- 
ported on arrival of the Aorangl a few 
days ago, put into Sydney with some 
of her Chinese crew suffering from 
berl-berl, arrived at Algoa bay from 
this port February 1G. 

The Norwegian steamer Halvard 
arrived at. Dalny February 11 from 
Tacoma, via this port.

Important' Bill Introduced at 
Ottawa by Member of

.•An Important bill, the object of 
which la the .purification of the Do- 

. minion election law, has been intro- 
duced in the house of commons at Ot- 

..tawa by G. O. Alcorn, Conservative 
member for Prince Edward county, 
Ontario. .The bill ,-leaIs with practi- 
cally every form of electoral corrup- 
tion and trickery and provides heavy 
penalties for'ifny corporation or cor- 

■ potation otlicer found contributing to 
the campaign expenses of any candi- 
date. Provision is made for more 
complete returns of candidates elec- 
tion expenses and for. the prevention 

' of fraud by means of "floating bal- 
lots;" ' 'or '-through trick ballot boxes, 

j:\tuch as were • used in certain con- 

' ; fitlttfeiicles in jOntarip in the last Do- 
rilinipn election.. A synopsis of the 

"bill follows: ' 

Section 1 of the bill deals with the 

. "personal expenses'' ofl candidates. The 
"personal expenses", a candidate, . may 

. legally pay cannot be defined in "de- 
tail, but to settle doubts as to certain 
beads of personal expenditure, . this 
Hection, in great part following the 
Ontario act, provides that the follow- 
ing shall be legal "personal expenses": 
1- Keasonable and actual travelling 
and hotel expenses, not including 

; "treating." 

2. Keasonable rent of halls used for 
' public meetings and like rent of com- 
mittee rooms, and expenses of heat- 
ing, lighting and cleaning same. 

3. Tolls on "toll roads. 
. .4. Reasonable travelling expenses 
of one speaker who accompanies can- 
didate and speaks at public meetings. 

' 5. Reasonable charge for convey- 
ances 'and a driver used by a candi- 
date in canvassing or attending pub- 
lic meetings. 

6. Like charges for one conveyance 
and driver for candidate on polling 
day. Conveying voters to poll by can- 
didate in such conveyance shall bo 

' legal. 

7. Reasonable expenditure for pos- 

/tal; telephone, telegraph, express, cart- 
age and public messenger service, and 
for stationery, printing, bill-posting, 
advertising, and for actual professional 
services. 

8. All other expanses authorized by 
the act. 

Where Vote Is Lost. 

Section 3 deals with those who may 
not vote. By section 68 of the present 
act any person employed by a candi- 
date for pay loses his vote. This sec- 
tion provides that the following per- 
sons, shall not come under that rule if 
paid only ordinary and reasonable 
charges. 

i-'-l. Persons paid for hire, heating, 
etc., of halis or rooms used for public 
meetings or committee meetings. 

2; Toll keepers on toll roads. 
. 3. Innkeepers accommodating ■'. a 
candidate, a speaker travelling with

Delayed Elections, 

Sections 17 to 11) deals with delayed

Section 20 says that the printer shall

possession. This affidavit forms part 
of the return.. , . • ■ 

Trick Ballot Boxes. 

Section 2J, is directed against Lott- 
Shibley trick ballot boxes," and, re- 
ferring to the examination of - the box 
before opening the poll, provides that 
all persons lawfully present shall ex- 
amine the box to see that It "contains 
no compartments, appliance, device or 
mechanism by which a ballot paper 
might be secretly stored therein, or 
by which a ballot paper having been 
placed therein during polling might be 
secretly diverted, misplaced, affected, 
or manipulated." The deputy return- 
ing- officer must ascertain that the box 
is absolutely empty.. 

Section 26 says that though a voter 
may not before a court or commission 
be required to state for whom ..he 
voted, he may so state, and if he does 
his statement' shall be evidence. 



with the name of the person from 
whom each sum was received. The 
candidate himself must verify this 
statement by his own statutory dec- 
laration. If the candidate did not con- 
sent to the expenditure he. must make 
the declaration in a form provided. . A 
"candidate returned may not, after the 
exipry of the two months above limited, 
sit or vote in the house until the dec- 
larations and returns are made under 
a penalty of $500 per day. If the re- 
turn Is false, the candidate and agent 
are liable to the penalty for perjury.

Elaborate provision is 
made for the protection of a candidate 
where default in making the return 
arises from his Illness, or the absence,

The 
returns shall be published and the 
vouchers and bills kept by the return- 
ing officer for a year, subject to pub- 
lic inspection. * 

Must Make Choice- 
Section 43 deal3 with the case of a 
candidate returned for two or riiore 
electoral districts, and provides that 
within thirty days from the last poll 
the member must elect for which elec- 
toral district he will sit. He is to elect 
in a prescribed manner in writing, de- 
livered to the speaker. On such elec- 
tion a , vacancy arises in each of. the 
other electoral districts for which ho 
was returned. If . ho neglects or. re- 
fuses to elect, and has consented to 
his nomination in one only of the elec- 
toral districts for which he was re- 
turned, a vacancy at the end of the 
thirty days arises in each of the elec- 
toral districts in which he did not so 
consent. If he neglects to elect and 
had so consented In each or in none 
of the electoral districts returning 
him, at the end of the thirty days a 
vacancy arises in each district return- 
ing him, except in that the return from 
which first reached the clerk of the 
Crown in Chancery. The right of any 
person to contest the election in any 
of the electoral districts concerned is 
, preserved.

or otherwise. The person letting the 
irifans of conveyance is liable to the 
like penalty as the person hiring. 

Section 6 restores the practice of 
appointing provincial officials as re- 
turning officers. In Ontario, ' sheriffs 
or registrars, in Quebec, the registrar 
of a registration division, or the sher- 
iff or prothonotary of a judicial dis- 
trict in the electoral district, and in 
the other provinces sheriffs shall bo 
appointed returning officers. If such 
officers refuse to act, another person 
may be appointed, but he must be one 
who would, but for his appointment, 
be a voter in the electoral district in 
which he is to act.

turning' officers — three copies of in- 
htruct.'ons, oaths and acts for. each 
pell— two of such copies to be "hung 
up conspicuously in each poll. Pour 
detaphed copies of such Instructions 
and oaths are to be delivered by- tho 
returning officer to each candidate on 
nomination day, and the like .number 
to' be kept available at each poll. T1k. 
"instructions" and forms of all such 
oaths to be published In CanadR Ga- 
zette within one month from the close 
of presont ttfesslon, . and to bo laid on 
the table of the iiohao within .first 
twenty days of every subsequent ses- 
sion, together with copies of crdcrs- 
in-eotincll making any change in "in- 
structions" or oaths. ... 

According to section 14, except in 
the Yukon, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
the returning officer is to mall regis- 
tered to each candidate and his agent 
a list of the deputy returning officers 
and poll clerks with, a statement of 
their postofilco addresses and occupa- 
tions six clear dnys before polling 
day. In the. Yukon and said two prov- 
inces this Is to be done two clear days 
before poll held. 

Section 15 provides this information 
as; to the poll clerk is to bo supplied 
by the deputy-returning officers to the 
returning officer seven clear days be- 
fore polling— (in the Yukon and said 
two provinces three days before). The 
returning officer is to keep hung up in 
hli - office a complete list of the elec- 
tion officers, with statement of their 
postolllce addresses and occupations, 
from noon of seventh day (In .Yukon 
and said two provinces third dav) lie- 
fore polling, till poll closes.

Section 27 is aimed at the "floating 
ballot," and makes anyone concerned 
in tho printing of ballots for a return- 
ing officer, and who with" or without 
fraudulent intent supplies a ballot to 
anyone other than a returning officer 
to a line of $1,000 and imprisonment, 
of five years in default of payment, if 
No is an election officer, and If he 1 
any other person to a fine of $600 and 
in default of payment to imprisonment 
of two years. - :

29-30. Increase the other penalties 
upon election officers guilty of violat- 
ing the secrecy of the polls, and adds 
disqualification from voting during 
seven years. 

To Prevent Corruption. 
Section 30 is one of the most im- 
portant sections of the bill. Its pro- 
vision correctly.: state that no corpor- 
ation shall directly or indirectly pay, 
give, lend,.- advance, deposit, receive, 
transmit, forward, deliver or pay over, 
or by any device contribute or expend, 
etc., .(any money, . etc., . to. or,, for. ,a. can j 
dida*6*l)i cfrdCr' to' aid or '' Influence tho 
election or defeat of any candidate' or 
to promote his success or defeat. The 
penalty on. the corporation is $5;000. 
An officer, director or shareholder who 
consents; etc:, to a violation of this 
section by his company, and the per- 
son who solicits or receives any such 
payment is liable to imprisonment for 
one year and to a fine of $1,000. The 
device of procuring another person to 
make the payment, etc., under prom- 
ise, of Indemnity by tho company is 
provided against. . Every officer- or 
employee of the government of Cana- 
da, every government contractor, and 
every officer or employee of any pro- 
vincial government who pays, gives, 
lends, advances, or by any device 
contributes, or who procures or 
solicits any money, etc., to or 
for a candidate, in order to aid or 
influence the election or defeat of any 
candidate, or who becomes the trustee 
or custodian of any money for any 
candidate is guilty of bribery and 
liable to imprisonment for six months 
and a fine of $200. No such officer, 
and no person ordinarily resident out- 
side Canada may act in any capacity 
for a candidate under penalty of $100 
or three months imprisonment. 

According to section 32, any person 
who publishes a written or printed 
statement falsely purporting to be 
made on behalf of a candidate, for the 
purpose of prejudicially affecting the 
election of such candidate or of pro- 
moting the election of another candi- 
date forfeits $200 and costs. Every 
bill, circular, placard or poster having 
reference to an election shall bear the 
name and address of the publisher, un- 
der a penalty of $200 and costs. 

Section 35 is a very important one, 
and provides that every person who 
before or during -an* election, in order 
to induce or in such manner as might 
induce any voter or class of voters, 
or the voters in a particular electoral 
district to vote for or against any can- 
didate by public speaking, by any writ- 
ing, by any printed publication or 
otherwise, offers or promises or sug- 
gests the expenditure of public money 
in any riding, if and in case only cer- 
tain candidates are returned, or to 
hinder or prevent such cxpediture if 
they, are not returned, Is guilty of brib- 
ery and liable to one year's imprison- 
ment and shall forfeit $1,000 and costs. 
Counting of Ballots. 
Section 36 introduces the Ontario 
practice as to examination and count 
of the ballots at close of poll and pro- 
vides that if the' number of ballots 
contained, In the box is the'same' as' the 
number of voters who have voted, as 
shown by the . poll book, the omission 
of the D. R. O. to place his initials on 
tho back of some of tho ballots shall 
not be a ground for their rejection; 
and, subject to the above, that no word 
or mark written or made, or omitted 
to be written or made by a depuy re- 
turning officer on a ballot, shall void 
it. This will prevent what occurred 
in the Sealey vs. Smith (South Went- 
worth) case. 

Returns of Expenses. 
Sections 37-42 introduce tho English 
practice as to sworn returns by can- 
didates of their election expenses. All 
moneys for election purposes provided 
by any person other than the candi- 
date shall be paid to the official agent. 
All payments must be vouched by a 
bill giving particulars and by a 're- 
ceipt. Within two months after the 
return of the candidate elected the of- 
ficial pjentof every candidate at that, 
election Is to transmit, to the returning 
officer a written reurn, verified by a 
statutory declaration, showing (1) all 
payments, together with- the bills and 
receipts, (2) personal oxpenses, the 
sum paid the returning officer, (4) ail 
disputed ami unpaid claims, (r,) n ]j 
monevs received by the official agent.

Leaving a net debt of the province, 
$9,531,536, showing a reduction since 
1905, when the net debt was $11,382,- 
786, of $1,829,250. (Cheers.) 
,,, . To .proceed, sir,, to the estimates for 
.the.- .year ending-March?, 31, 1909, which 
only covers a period of nine months, 
we find the: revenue placed at $3,143,- 
276, while the first item. Dominion of 
Canada, of $522,076, includes the in- 
creased subsidy of $115,000,. and the 
special 10 years grant of $100,000 per 
annum. 

The amount estimated for land sales 
$400,000, is based largely on the re- 
ceipts of the last half year — tho largo 
amounts appearing on the accounts 
for 1907 being mostly composed of the 
Point Grey sale. 

Land revenue, which embraces 
crowd grant fees, water records, coal 
prospecting, licenses, etc., which yield- 
ed last half year $61,897, has been 
placed at $100,000. The items of tim- 
ber royalties and licenses have been 
segregated, the former being placed 
at $150,000 and the latter at $900,000. 
The estimated taxes are based on the 
collections which may be expected af- 
ter June 30, the greater proportion 
being usually paid before that date. 
Consequently a very small proportion 
will bo paid in during the period of 
nine months under discussion. 

Two New Items 
Two new items appear in this esti- 
mate, $10,001) under head of game li- 
censes and $7,000 from fisheries. 

To obtain the former-it is proposed 
to increase the big game license from 
$50 to $100, and devote the amount to 
game protection. 

"We believe, sir, that those who se- 
cure these licenses are well able to 
pay the additional . amount, and at 
any rate the revenue will undoubtedly 
bo increased. But this $10,000 will, 
however, be entirely utilized for the 
protection of game. (Applause.) 

The latter amount of $7,000 is ob- 
tained from fees under the Fisheries 
act, and will go to reduce the cost of 
fisheries, which is about $17,000 per 
annum. 

There is also a revival of the Item, 
Chinese Restriction act, owing to a 
number of Chinese having paid the 
head tax. This I place at $50,000, 
which is merely an approximate 
figure. 

Receipts Doubled. 

A comparison of the receipts for tho 
last five years shows 'that they have 
doubled in that period: 

1903 $2,009,412 

1904 2,597,867 

1905 2,874,554 

1906 2,992,900 

1907 4,838,632 

and the estimate for the nino^mpnths 
could probably be safely placed at an 
amount exceeding those for 1907 wero 
it not that as stated before there arc 
certain collections such as taxes, free 
miners' certificates, etc., of which only 
a small portion will be paid between 
July 1st and March 31st. (Hear, hear). 

And I think, sir, I will be able to 
show that the estimated revenue for 
the coming year can be with con- 
fidence placed at a figure at least equal 
to that of the preceding year, If In- 
deed it will not be considerably 
greater. (Cheers). 

Estimated Expenditure. 
Turning 'to the estimate rTnendl- 
ture for the coming year, we find a 
total of $3,026,311, which is a little less 
than the estimate of revenue, because 
I have anticipated a payment of $200,- 
000, which I understand it is proposed 
to sot aside for tho superannuation 
fund. 

The first Item is public debt, $282,509, 
as against an expenditure of $712,213 
for the year ending June 30th last, 
and an estimate of $678,369 for 1908. 
The rea«>n of the great difference 
being that the parliament building 
loan, the 1903 loan, and the 1S77 loan 
have been paid off, and also that ex- 
cept on tho dyking loan, ^there will be 
Billy due one payment on account of 



interest and sinking fund between July 
1 and March 31. I may say for the 
soke of comparison that if this esti- 
mate wore- being made as formerly, 
for ■ a period of twelve months, this 
item would amount to abou-t $515,000, 
a reduction from last year of over 
$200,000. 

Civil service, $249,960, shows an in- 
crease over the estimates for the pres- 
ent -year, which' is mostly, due to the 
increase In public business, .necessitat- 
ing enlargement of the staff in nearly 
every department, but .while, as I have 
shown, the revenue has increased 100 
per cent, since 190.1; the cost -'of civil 
government has not increased 20 per 
cent. ' 

The same remarks apply to adminis- 
tration of justice salaries, $104,552, 
which includes an item of $8,000 addi- 
tional, for the 'provincial' police. 

Legislation shows an increase of 
$18,000, which includes an increase in 
the sessional indemnity. ■ 

Public institutions vote shows an in- 
crease of nearly $20,000, and hospitals 
and charbles of over $60,000, both be- 
ing due to the expansion of business 
and growth of population. In the lat- 
ter vote over $20,000 Is estimated as 
the increase of the per capita grant, 
which is statutory, $25,000 is asked 
for grants to hospitals and $10,000 ad- 
ditional for the tuberculosis sanitarium. 

The vote for education is increased 
by $30,000, which Is a reasonable in- 
crease In view of general conditions. 

The same may be said' of the in- 
creases in transport and revenue ser- 
vices. 

Public Works. 

The next vote is for the public works, 
to which I am glad to say we are able 
to devote a larger sum than formerly. 
Last year we spent $854,135 on public 
works; for the present year we have 
an appropriation of $1,058,540, and next 
year propose to spend $1,255,900, of 
which we find the greater portion Is 
for roads, trails and bridges, $788,555. 

I now come, sir, to the supplement- 
ary estimates for the present year, 
amounting to over $1,200,000. The sum 
kipipeara large at first, but it,includes 
the repayment of the outstanding de- 
bentures of the $1,000,000 loan, and 
some $32,000 for additional help In all 
departments of the government, occa- 
sioned by the increase of work in con- 
nection with timber land sales, etc. 
There is also an increase for legisla- 
tion, including the sessional indem- 
nity. (Hear, hear,) ■ . 

The remaining amounts are to sup- 
plement the estimate of the present 
year, and will be found in keeping 
with the increases asked for in the 
main estimates. ' 

The principal item, next to repay- 
ment of the loan, Is for public works, 
$432,500, to be spent as follows: 

Works and buildings, $138,000; roads, 
streets, bridges, $222,000; surveys, 
$20,000; contingencies, $52,500. 

Which, being all works of necessity, 



ed articles. The price of butter has 
increased so during the past few years 
as to place it among the luxuries In 
1905 the creamery output sold at! an 
average of 26 cents per pound, while 
in 1906 the price advanced to an aver- 
age of 32 15-16 cents per pound— -nearly 
7 cents— and we all know how the re- 
tail price has advanced.. It is consol- 
ing perhaps to know that this condi- 
tion is not exceptional to British Col- 
umbia, for high prices are the rule 
throughout America, and for the first 
time In their history Quebec and On- 
tario have had to Import butter from 
Ireland and Denmark. We are therefore 
not much worse off than our neighbors 
In this respect, but it is plainlv obvi- 
ous that British Columbia offers in- 
ducements to dairymen unequalled by 
any other country. (Cheers). 
Fruit Growing. 
While general farming and dairying 
fairly held their own during 1907., 
marked progress was made in fruit 
growing, despite the fact that unsea- 
sonable weather prevailed In 'the spring. 
As a consequence strawberries and 
ether small fruits suffered to some ex- 
tent, but growers, received better 
prices and in that way were recouped 
for any shortness of crop. Good aver- 
age crops of other fruits were har- 
vested and the prices obtained were 
satisfactory. Hear, hear). The re- 
tail and express shipments show an 
Increase over 1906 of 707 tons, ' the 
figures being: By express, 1,605 
tons; by freight, 3,138 tons; total 1907, 
4,743 tons; total 1906, 4,036 tons. 
(Cheers). 

Of course these figures are far from 
representing the quantity of fruit 
grown, as the greater part is consumed 
locally and much is shipped by sea, of 
which wo have no record. 

The most gratifying fact in connec- 
tion with the fruit industry Is the in- 
crease of the acreage of orchards and 
small fruits. In the Kootenays, the 
Boundary, Okanagan, the lower Main- 
land and Vancouver island, new peo- 
ple are coming In, all possessed of 
more or less capital, and establishing 
themselves as fruit growers. The 
benefit of this movement to the prov- 
ince will be more apparent when the 
trees now being planted come into 
bearing, but even the arrival of so 
many strangers, and the money they 
are spending for land and buildings, 
house-furnishings, farm gear, etc., is 
making good times for the local 
tradesmen and storekeepers. This in- 
flux of a desirable population Is due 
in a great measure to the advertising 
done through the bureau of provincial 
information and the office of the 
agent general. (Hear, hear.) The tide 
has set In towards British Columbia 
and. by persisting In our policy of 
keeping the province well before the 
people of Great Britain. Eastern Can- 
ada and the United States, and im- 
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It is thought better to proceed with at pressing them 'with the opportunities 



the present time, having the money in 
hand, than to wai^ for the beginning 
of the next financial year. (Applause.) 
Now, Mr. Speaker, I have tried to deal 
with the main features of my budget 
only, as I know the details will be 
fully discussed in . ' committee; and 
would ask you to bear with me while 
I refer to a few matters which have a 
bearing on .the financial condition, as 
also of the general welfare ,. of the 
province. (Hear, hear.) 

Progress In Agriculture. 
I now come, sir, ,F to the most and 
ever important ' ciue'ation of agricul- 
ture, and I am rnbst-'hanpy in being 
able' to lnforirt ' the ftembers of this 
house that the progress made in that 
great industry during' the past year is, 
all things considered, satisfactory. 
(Applause.) A very late spring fol- 
lowed by a dry summer, and in some 
districts unfavorable harvesting 
weather, contributed to reduce the 
average production;, but, on the other 
handi there was a material increase 
in the acreage under cultivation, and 
prices ranged higher than in former 
years, so that when- the returns are 
complete, it is confidently expected 
that they will show a total equal to 
that of 1906, when the estimated value 
of the products of farm, ranch, dairy 
and orchard aggregated $7,500,000. 
(Cheers.) 

Importations of agricultural prod- 
ucts show an Increase over those of 
1006, of $715,506, aiid at first glance 
this might be taken to indicate a seri- 
ous falling off in home production. 

But, fortunately, sir, for British 
Columbia, there Is no cause for alarm 
in this sudden increase in the impor- 
tation of foodstuffs, it is, indeed, a 
strong proof of the rapid progress be- 
ing made along all lines of industry, 
and is easily explained as the result of 
the growth of population and the es- 
tablishment of new enterprises for 
over 400 companies were incorporated 
and registered to do business during 
the year, and it emphasizes the fact 
that one crying need of the province is 
more farmers — men who will tako up 
mixed farming and supply local de- 
mands for meat, butter, poultry, vege- 
tables and fruit and eggs. (Applause.) 
Of these necessaries of life we im- 
37,332,660 pounds' and 2,721,484 dozens 
of eggs last' year, for which we paid at 
first cost $3,845,002 and $230,452 In 
duty, over $4,000,000.

These figures include such items as 
$800,000 for bacon, ham and lard; 
$115,000 for poultry; $200,000 for beef 
and mutton; $335,000 for oats; $75,000 
for apples; $248,000 for canned fruits; 
$148,000 for hay, and many other 
things which might easily be produced 
within the province, thereby giving 
employment and furnishing comfort- 
able livelihood to a large number of 
individuals and families. (Hear, hear.) 
' Dairy Industry. 
Though handicapped by a dry sum- 
mer, a shortage of fodder and high 
wages for milkers and other help, the 
dairying industry shows a fairly satis- 
factory Increase in production. The 
output of butter for the year from 18 
creameries amounted to 1,651,304 
pounds, valued at $549,421, compared 
with 1,619,000 pounds valued at $430.- 
000 in 1906. The increase, 32,000 
pounds seems inconsiderable, but the 
higher prices secured netted the pa- 
trons of the creameries over $100,000 
more than they received In 1906. It is 
estimated that the farmers' wives and 
daughters contributed about 400,000 
pounds and adding that to tho output 
of the creameries we have a total pro- 
duction of over 2,051,304 pounds, 
against. 4,317,000 imported from other 
provinces and foreign countries. Add- 
ing $12,800 for the 95,000 pounds of 
cheese made at our one cheese factory, 
and . allowing $5 per head for milk con- 
sumed by the population of the pro- 
vince, we have a tolal value of dairy 
products for the year of $2,060,000, as 
against $:1,52S,000 ppld for tho Import- 



it holds for men of industry, small 
capital and large ambitions, we con- 
fidently hope to see every available 
acre 'under fruit in a few years. 
(Cheers.) • 

Returns Show Growth • 
Tho growth of the fruit Industry 
may be realized from returns furnish- 
ed , by the provincial fruit inspector. 
For the planting season of 1907 the 
number of fruit trees and bushes im- 
ported was produced by provincial 
nurseries. This would represent the 
plantingVof at least .60,000 additional 
acres, and increases the total fruit 
growing acreage- of the province to 
over 100,000 ttcres, a fairly good show- 
ing when it is considered that In 1901 
there were only 7,430 acres In fruit. 
And all this has happened in seven 
years in the portion of the province 
lying south of 52 degrees north. What 
will the future show when the great 
interior valleys are dotted with or- 
chards? Apples, pears, plums, cher- 
ries and other fruits are grown to 
perfection as far north as Hazelton, 
Bella Coola is a recognized fruit dis- 
trict, and there is no doubt whatever 
that the Bulkley, Ootsa and Nechaco 
valleys will produce fruit equal in 
every respect to that now grown in 
Southern British Columbia. It is es- 
timated that there are from three to 
four million acres suitable for fruit 
growing in those northern valleys, so 
it does not require much exercise of 
the imagination to look forward to a 
day when British Columbia will be 
one of the greatest fruit producers of 
the world— when she shall add to her 
titles that of "The Orchard of the 
Empire." (Cheers.) 

The fight agaiiiot insect pests and 
plant diseases was actively waged 
during the year. Of the nursery stock 
imported over 55,000 pieces found to 
be infected were destroyed by the in- 
spectors. The inspection of the or- 
chards throughout the province, which 
was carried otit In the best possible 
manner, bearing in mind the unsually 
'great difficulty which here, ' as else- 
where, was experienced in securing 
labor for the purpose, led to the de- 
struction of a large number of dis- 
eased and of worthless trees. (Hear, 
hear.) But with the regulations still 
more stringently applied and with the 
assistance of a much larger staff of 
officials, working in all the different 
portions of the province, we confident- 
ly, sir, expect to see this most im- 
portant work carried out during this 
present vear, even more effectively 
than proved to have been the case 
during the past season. (Cheers.) 
Work of Exchanges. 
The Farmers' exchanges and the 
Fruit C?rowers' associations are, I am 
glad to say, doing most excellent work 
in the direction of securing uniform- 
ity in the grading and packing of fruit. 
(Hear, hear.) I may say, Sir, that 
nearly all tho different exchanges 
throughout the province have come in- 
to line and that at the present time 
one central exchange practically con- 
trols the situation in this province. 
(Hear, hear.) And while we supplied 
some assistance towards their pre- 
liminary organization, we anticipate 
that in a year or two they will become 
self-supporting, and beyond question 
once they are firmly established, they 
must prove through their operations 
most advantageous to the. agricultural 
and orchard interests of this great 

province. (Cheers.) 

, Through their effort^ and with tno 
assistance of the government, great 
improvements have been made In the 
methods of packing, but eternal vigi- 
lance is necessary to overcoind the evil 
done by careless growers, who ignore 
the rules to their own ultimate loss, 
and to the injury of the reputation of 
British Columbia fruit abroad. The 
establishment and general use of 
packing houses, where fruit Is deliver- 
ed in bulk and sorted and packed ac- 
cording to grade, will in time do away 
with' this reproach to our fruit grow- 
ers, and the imperfect fruit will bo 
utilized In the manufacture of jellies 
and fruit pulp. Attention has been 
culled to the overloading of eool stor- 
age cars through which considerable 
loss has been sustained, and steps have 
been taken to arrange this important 
matter with the railways, by fixing a 
standard load for cool storage ser- 
vice.

DRINKS SALT WATER

Survivors of Wrecked Emily Reed Tell 
of How the Cook Died — Are in 
Hospital 



(Continued on Pago Seventeen) 



The United States revenue cutter 
Thetis has landed the survivors of the 
ship Emily Reed, who reached Neah 
Bay in an open boat, at Port Towns- 
and where, all suffering severely, they 
were conveyed to the marine hospital. 

The survivors say the cook, whose 
body was also landed at Port Towns- 
end, was one of the brightest of the 
four men that left the ship going to 
pieces off the mouth of Nehalem 
river, in Oregon, last Friday morning. 
Every word to his companions was 
one of hope and assurance that rescue 
would be affected. He proclaimed 
with posltiveness that he could with- 
stand the absence from food and wa- 
ter for at least five days; that he 
would be the last to succumb, and that 
if any were saved he would be in- 
cluded. The confidence of the man 
aided not a little in encouraging his 
mates fighting for their lives. At the 
end of the second day the cook showed 
evidence of weakness. 

Against the protest afTd orders of 
Mate Zube he prayed for a drink, and 
in distress stealthily sucked at a fray- 
ed end of a bit of canvas from which 
was dripping rain water. The effect 
was suicidal, for the moist canvas car- 
ried a great amount of sea salt from 
spray and breakers. Six hours later 
the stricken man's mind gave away. 
He prayed and cursed, protested dem- 
onically against attempts to control 
him, and upon the sighting of the 
smoke of passenger steamers passing 
several miles away he could not be 
brought back to moderation. The end 
came at 3 o'clock Sunday morning, 
twenty hours before a refuge was 
reached, and as the disappearing 
lamps of a passing steamer disclosed 
that hope of aid from that direction 
was gone. 

Tho steamer was in sight only dur- 
ing the dark hours following midnight. 
The men had no light or other effec- 
tive signal to tell of their existence, 
and could only hope that their screams 
aiid crleB for aid would be heard. 

After . leaving the wreck .it was de- 
cided that to attempt to land amidt the 
heavy breakers would be fatal. The 
shore was obscure, and without com- 
pass or other means of navigation, and 
with no knowledge of the character of 
the territory nearby, a course was laid 
for Astoria. Land was not again sight- 
ed until a. point near Danger island, 
off the Washington coast, was reach- 
ed.. - ■ - v ' . , ' 
. Daylight of ^Sunday morning found 
them in sight of the Cape Flattery 
light at Tat.oosh Island. Throughout 
the long hours of the day the skiff, 
struggling against tide and wind, made 
frantic efforts to reach tho land or 
attract the attention of persons on 
shore. A the close of day favorable 
winds drove the craft into Neah Bay, 
five miles from the lighthouse. Too 
weak to attempt a landing in the run- 
ning surf the castaways neared the 
fishing schooner Teckla, riding at 
anchor. A call for permission to board 
brought the response that the schoon- 
er was making ready to proceed to sea 
an?i could spare no time for boarders. 

"For God's sake help us," called 
Mate Zube; "wo are shipwrecked and 
near death." In an Instant the sur- 
vivors were borne over tho schoonor's 



rail by the use of lines, and the work 
of applying restorative* was com- 
menced.

Monthly Circular Issued by Water- 
house & Co. Shows Trade 
Inactive 



In a monthly review of the charter 
market Frank AVaterhouse & Co. sum- 
marize conditions as follows: 

"We have only a few charters to re- 
port since our last respects of Janu- 
ary 15. The grain trade is practical- 
ly at a standstill, the charters below 
having all been effected some time 
ago, and there are no new trans-Pa- 
cific developments. So many steamers 
are available that rates are going 
steadily down and will soon reach a 
point where there is no economy in 
keeping steamers moving. 

"The impossibility of selling further 
quantities of Australian coal on this 
coast is having its effect on the mar- 
ket fpr time charters and charterers 
are anxious to avoid giving redelivery 
on this side. 

"The coastwise lumber trade con- 
tinues very dull, and it is expected 
that an agreement will be signed by 
the owners to lay up over 80 per cent, 
of the steam schooners engaged in this 
trade within - the next few weeks." 

Among recent fixtures for wheat the 
circular mentions the British steamer 
Glcnogan, from Puget Sound to three 
ports in Japan, at $3.25 per ' 2,240 
pounds. The Glenogan is at San Fran- 
cisco. The British bark Loudon Hill 
and French bark Bonchainps are men- 
tioned as fixed for wheat from Puget 
Sound to the United Kingdom, the 
Bonchamps to receive 27s 6d. 

For lumber the Norwegian steamer 
Elsa is fixed at 35s for a voyage from 
Puget Sound to Fremantle; the Nor- 
wegian steamer Tricolor is to receive 
3Cs from Portland to Shanghai, whilo 
the British ship Poltalloch is taken 
for lumber from Puget. Sound to 
United Kingdom, for orders at 70s, 
ship to cut ports. 

Among time charters the rate re- 
ceived by the British steamer Mimosa, 
which was recently ' hare, Is given as 
$5,500, delivery Comox, for one trip in 
trans-Pacific trade; redelivery Japan. 
The Norwegian steamer Cecil, now in 
Tacoma, is receiving 3s 1 l-2d on 
deadweight, one trip to West Coast; 
redelivery Comox.

Vancouver, . Feb. 110. — The British 
Columbia Development company of 
Victoria, which was referred to so fre- 
quently in print In 1906 as having then 
arranged a contract with the E. & N. 
Hallway land grant department for 
clearing and rendering fit for settle- 
ment an immense area of Vancouver 
island agricultural lands, has at last 
decided not to take it up for some rea- 
son so far unexplained toy either of 
the parties concerned in the agreement. 

The E. & N. Kailway company lias, 
therefore, decided to prosecute this 
work and to commence with are ad- 
vertising for tenders, for the work of 
clearing about 150 acres of lands suit- 
able for fruit orchards adjacent to the 
town of Ladysmith, and about 1,200 
acres In the district, of Nanoose, be- 
tween French creek and Little Quall- 
cum river, all of which land it is un- 
derstood was selected under the super- 
vision of R. M. Palmer of the provin- 
cial government department of agri- 
culture as well adapted for mixed 
farming and fruit-growing 

In putting into effect the work the 
president of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way company. Sir Thomas Shaughnes- 
sy, Is carrying out the promise and an- 
nouncement he made to the people of 
Vancouver island some two years ago, 
that his company will carry out the 
scheme previously outlined of opening 
up as much 'of the land on Vancouver 
Island, controlled by the E. ; & N. rail- 
way a3^is fit \for settlement, and this 
promise* was supplemented by Mr. 
Whyte, second, vice-president. The 
information now given by MivMarpole, 
vice-president of the E. & N. railway. 
Is the result, and it will be a source 
of satisfaction to the inhabitants of the 
island to hear 'it. ' " 

Mr. Marpole is quite frank in the 
statement that the present undertak- 
ing is to be considered as experimental 
both as regards the cost of the clearing 
and rendering the land fit' for settle- 
ment, as well as getting on the. !qca-_ 
tions selected "and when prepared for 
the purrJo.se intended, the right class of. 
settlers, who can make an undoubted 
success of operating such farms- 

"Now, the situation is plain," said 
Mr. Marpole. "AVe find ourselves con- 
fronted with the primal . features of 
this business in getting the work of 
preparing the land fit for occupancy 
and settlement at as low a cost as pos- 
sible. If the cost of this work is high 
and prohibitive in the sense that the 
settler cannot possibly make it pay, 
then the natural and inevitable result 
is the abandonment of the whefle 
scheme — as we are not desirous of.be- 
ing considered philanthropists. I re- 
peat that the cost of performing the 
work is bound to affect the question 
of the purchase of the land; . our com- 
pany is willing, indeed anxious to sell 
the land as nature has left It, and let 
the intending settler do the rest. If 
the cost of labor and supplies is ex- 
cessive he cannot for obvious reasons 
stand it, and the project falls, of con- 
summation, and wo will necessarily 
have to wait until things change either 
as to the cost of preparing the land 
or the remuneration of the settler. 

"The crux of the whole scheme is as 
I have perhaps ineffectively tried to 
"put it: First, the price of the cleared 
land to the purchaser and then the 
.quality of it and its accessibility to 
markets."

Engineer Le Baron's Report Excites 
Much Comment Among tho 
Citizens 



New Westminster, Feb. 20.— -The 
topic of conversation among business 
men and citizens generally today was 
the report presented to the city coun- 
cil yesterday on the city waterworks 
system by Engineer LeBaron. It was 
generally commended as the best re- 
port of the system that had yet been 
made. 

Several ' important matters were 
dealt with hesldes the dam at Lake 
Coquitlam, which Mr. LeBaron, states 
Is in danger of going out at the first 
high water. Tho Vancouver Power 
company which built tho dam, will be 
asked by. the city to replace it as soon 
as possible with a reluforced con- 
crete dam according to the recom- 
mendation of the engineer. The amount 
of water passing under the dam at 
present is almost as great as the total 
flow af water during the dry season. 

An important matter which has been 
the subject of considerable, discussion 
among critics of the' water service for 
years was cleared up by Mr. LeBaron 
in the statement that the passing of 
the pipeline over a high, hill live miles 
from the city known as Cape Horn 
was no detriment to the service, as the 
summit of the hill was fifteen feet be- 
low the hydraulic grade from the in- 
take to the reservoir and that the ex- 
tra friction caused by laying the main 
around this point would lessen the 
supply. 

According to authorities who have 
visited tho big dam at Coquitlam lako 
on several occasions during the past 
two years, the leakage discovered by 
Engineer LeBaron, and which he' de- 
clares is a menace to the water supply 
of the city, has been going on uninter- 
ruptedly for nearly two years. En- 
gineers Herman and Burwell, of Van- 
couver, who supervised the work at 
the lake, which was completed in the 
latter part of 1905, are emphatic In 
their assertions that the dam is quite 
safe and that no alarm need be en- 
terta't/rad. i ■ ■ •■ -..

New Westminster, Feb. 20, — Repre- 
sentatives of one of the most promi- 
nent lumber and swamill concerns of

TO BE PRINCIPAL 

Accepts Appointment as Head 
... of Presbyterian 
College 



Insane Through Grief

Montreal, Fob. 20.— Rev. John Mac 
kay has definitely decided to accept 
the principalship of the Presbyterian 
college to be established in Vancouver, 
and at a meeting of the board of man- 
agers of Crescent Street Presbyterian 
church last evening, he formally pre- 
sented them with his decision. He will 
sever connection with the Crescent 
street church on Sunday, March 8, and 
within that week will leave for the 
Pacific coast. 

Good for College. 

Vancouver, Feb. 20. — Tho board of 
management and senate of the new 
Presbyterian college for British Co- 
lumbia have been singularly fortunate 
in securing Rev. John Mckay, pastor 
of Crescent Street Presbyterian 
church, Montreal, as acting principal, 
until the meeting- of the general as- 
sembly, which takes place in June, 
when it is expected that his perman- 
ent appointment to the principalship 
will be ratified by that body. 
..Tho last assembly, which | met in 
Montreal, appointed Rev! A. J. Mac- 
GUllvray, M.A., of this city, convener 
of tho joint committee for die purpose 
of making a. selection, and the whole 
field has been canvassed very thor- 
oughly. The unanimous feeling was 
that if Rev. Mr. Mckay could be in- 
duced to accept the appointment It 
would mean a new era for Presbyter- 
lanism on the Pacific slope. It is re- 
markable that the authorities have 
been so fortunate as to be able to se- 
cure the man who was their first 
choice. Rev. Mr. Mackay is making a 
great financial sacrifice in accepting 
this position, as his present salary Is 
$4,000 per annum, and a manse, while 
the initial salary, offered here is only 
$3,000. He has, however, ari unbound- 
ed confidence In the west, and. believes 
that a great theological institution Is 
needed . for this western country, and 
Is convinced that such a one can be 
established. 

Rev. Mr. Mackay is a young man, 
considering the position he already oc- 
cupies in the church. He was gradu- 
ated from Toronto University In 1899, 
after leading his class throughout the 
whole course In mental and moral sci- 
ence, and never taking second place In 
a single paper during his' entire period 
at that institution. At his graduation' 
he won the governor-general's gold 
medal, which Is the highest honor in 
the gift of the university. He then 
entered the United Fre,o College In 
Glasgow, taking the rlrst and second 
years' work in a. single year,- and lead- 
ing his class at Its ciose, an achieve- 
ment never before equalled in Glas- 
gow. In this way he succeeded In 
taking, the' whole four years' "theologi- 
cal course in three j'ears, graduating 
at the head of his class, and winning 
a fellowship of the value of 5250 for 
the third year, and the highest schol- 
arship open for the fourth year. On 
the conclusion of his Glasgow course 
ho made a tour of Palestine In the 
company of Prof. George Adam Smith, 
Rev. John Kelman, and other dis- 
tinguished scholar's. 

Immediately on his return to his na- 
tive land he was called to Crescent 
Street church, Montreal. During his 
pastorate there, the membership has 
grown from six hundred to nearly a 
thousand, and many new features have 
been added to the work of ihe congre- 
gation, one of the most important be- 
ing the Young Men's Association, 
which is the best of its kind In Canada. 

Rev. Mr. Mackay nas been a strong 
advocate of. church extension since go- 
ing to.' Montreal, and in this line will 
make himself felt in Vancouver. Dur- 
ing two years he lectured in the Mon- 
treal Presbyterian college, and was 
urged to permanently take tho chair of 
Apologetics. ' He has been invited to 
three different colleges in Canada, and 
while some are amazed at Ills accept- 
ance of this position, others believe 
that ho sees a great future In storo 
for British Columbia, and an unparal- 
leled opportunity to build up a great 
seat of learning. It is expected that he 
will come to this city about the middle 
of March in the capacity of acting 
principal, and western Presbyterians 
will do all in their power to make the I 
appointment a permanent one. 

Prof. D. J. Fraser of the Presbyter- 
ian college of Montreal,, and several 
other strong men from tho east, will 
probably come out to assist Mr. Mac- 
kay during the summer months. 

The summer term will open in April 
in the University College building. A 
number of applications for admission 
have already been received.

Fruit Exhibits 

The policy of the governmont, sir, in 
sending exhibits of fruit to Great Brit- 
ain has teen criticized in some quar- 
ters, the principal contention being 
that the expense of these exhibitions 
■ was money wasted and that no sub- 
stantial benefit could accrue from them 
on account of the distance and high 
transportation charges. 

I may hero state, sir, for the infor- 
mation of the house that after all the 
expense was not very great, and that 
although we sent over to the mother 
country 700 boxes of fruit, we obtained 
free transportation from the Canadian 
Pacific Railway company. (Hear, 
hear.) And while the general effect 
of this great and most striking ex- 
hibit was to induce a large number 
of very desirable settlers to come to 
this country from the other side, at the 
samo time we were able to obtain a 
more or less handsome return towards 
the cost of this very useful branch of 
our service. (Cheers.) It was not 
went, however, sir, so much with the 
object of establishing a market as to 
fiirnlsh. an irresistible object lesson to 
the people on the other side showing 
them in the. plainest and most con- 
clusive manner possible, sir, that we 
could produce crops which were not 
only as good as their own but which 
in many cases werv superior to their 
own. (Cheers.) But !n addition, sir, 
we have (Shown that it is quite possi- 
ble to establish a market In the great 
mother country. (Hear, hear.) 

AVe were convinced, however, that all 
that was necessary to establish a 
profitable! market for British Columbia 
fruit in Great Britain, was to prove 
their good qualities to the British 
public. The exhibits were therefore 
persisted in, with the results that they' 
have not only won the highest honors 
at the principal exhibitions, but have 
also secured the recognition of promi- 
nent fruit buyers in London and other 
large cities to such an extent that 
some of our fruit-growers are now de-, 
voting all their efforts to filling Old 
Country orders. (Cheers.) By giving 
special attention to certain varieties, 
which are always in demand and com- 
mand the highest prices, these grow- 
ers are enabled to. ship by the carload 
direct to London, instead of cultivat- 
ing several different kinds of apples 
and sending mixed shipments to the 
Canadian market. Thus their business 
is reduced almost to an exact science, 
and they profit directly instead of 
sharing profits with the packer and 
middleman. The success of our fruit 
last season surpassed that of all for- 
mer years. The Royal Horticultural 
society awarded the collection of 275 
boxes, the gold medal, over Nova Sco- 
tia and Ontario, which won the ,second 
and third prizes. Nine silver and 
three bronze medals were awarded to 
individual British Columbia growers, 
,wbose contributions made up the pro- 
vincial exhibit. .. At Edinburgh, Leeds, 
Hereford, Tunbridge, and several other 
shows, our fruit won" the highest 
awards and the most flattering notices 
in the press. (Cheers.) 

Press Comments. 
The London Times says: "A finer 
collection of apples has never been 
seen at any of the society's shows.\_It 
is extensive and varied, and in some 
respects is equal, if not superior to 
the best examples of English fruit 
shown this year, notwithstanding the 
fact that it has had to bear the strain 
of a railway and steamship journey of 
0,000 miles. If the Canadian apples 
are not quite up to the English stand- 
thr in flavor, many sorts are superior 
in color and cleaner in skin, and the 
grading is remarkable. Cox's Orange 
Pippins and the Blenheim Oranges 
may be signaled out for special praise, 
and there are excellent specimens of 
20-ounce Pippins, Ribston Pippins, 
Kings, Wolfe Rivers, Golden Russets, 
ICIng of Tompkins, to mention only a 
few. British Columbia is evidently in 
earnest about fruit-growing." (Cheers.) 

The Morning Post is equally compli- 
mentary: "All that has been written 
on the subject," says the Post, "cannot 
convey to one's imagination the possi- 
bilities of British Columbia as a fruit- 
growing country in the same forcible 
way as a display of apples like that 
now to be seen at the Horticultural 
hall. The government of that colony j 
has staged li7o cases from 30 growers 
and 15 packers. The color, size and 
quality of such well-known varieties 
as Golden Russet, Northern Spy, King 
of Tompkins' County, Newton Pippin, 
Hubbardston Nonsuch, Cox's Orange 
Pippin, Grime's Golden Pippin and 
Baldwin, will lie a revelation to many." 
(Cheers.) 

Many other papers expressed equal- 
ly favorable opinions. The Canadian 
Horticulturist, published in Toronto, 
pays a high compliment to our fruit- 
packers when it- says: "The British 
Columbia government and fruit-grow- 
ers are to be complimented on win- 
ning the gold medal at the recent ex- 
hibition of the Royal Horticultural so- 
ciety in London, England. Their en- 
ergy and exactitude in displaying the 
products of British Columbia orchards 
at this exhibition in England, and at 
others in other parts of the world, are 
most commendable. Nova Scotia also 
made an excellent display at the Royal 
exhibition. It is to be regretted that 
Ontario made such' a poor showing. 
The fault lies, not in the quality and 
character of tji.e fruit, but in the con- 
dition in which it arrived. This-.was 
due largely to haste and carelessness 
in the matter of preparing the exhibit 
lor shipment. Ontario fruit can hold J (Applause), 
its own in rompetitlon with the world. 
We would suggest that next year, the 
government employ an expert to pur- 
chase and select the best samples of 
fruit grown In the province, and to 
pack It with the same care that is ex- 
orclaod by tho packers of British Col- 
umbia and Oregon. By so doing, it 
may be expected that Ontario will re- 
deem the reputation made by the un- 
fortunate shipment that was sent to 
England last fall." 

Farm Laborers. 

Honorable members will agree with 
me in the statement that there was a 
universal complaint of want of farm 
laborers during the past season of ag- 
ricultural activity. (Hear, hear.) 

And this complaint, sir, was not 
confined to this province alone. (Hear, 
hear.) From Halifax to Victoria the 
farmers were clamouring for hands 
to assist them to garner the harvests 
of grain and fruit, and we road of 
train loads of laborers bound for the 
prairies being kidnapped by the far- 
mers of Quebec and Ontario. 

And so great, Indeed, sir, wus this 
scarcity that whereas the ordinary 
wages. for harvest hands nil over tho 
province of Ontario has been $25 per 
month and board, while it lias been 
usual in tills province to pay at least 
$35 per month and board during the 
summer months; we find that during 
Hie months of June and July last no 



less than $35 with board were willing- 
ly paid by the Ontario farmers, which, 
only made the labor conditions still 
more difficult hero than must other- 
Wise have been the case. (Hear, hear.) 

In the circumstances, and in order 
to give employment to white men, 
where coolie labor was being used, 
the government entered into negotia- 
tions with the emigration branch of 
the Salvation Army for the introduc- 
tion of British farm laborers. Before 
any definite agreement with the army- 
was made, we satisfied ourselves 
through correspondence that similar 
work undertaken by it in Ontario and 
Manitoba had proven to be in every/ 
way satisfactory to the governments 
of those provinces. Finally, after 
searching inquiry into the emigration 
system of the army and its results, wo 
agreed to advance a stated sum for 
each Immigrant, this advance being in 
the nature of a loan to be repaid to 
the province by the party receiving 
the benefit, through the agency of the. 
army. The ' agreement includes con- 
ditions whereby the army undertakes 
to find employment for the immi- 
grants, ana to exercise a friendly sur- 
veillance over them in the way of re- 
ceiving and housing them until they 
are permanently settled in positions 
which will insure them earning a live- 
lihood. (Applause.) 

And consequently, Sir, I do not think 
that any of these people, and by. no 
moans so many of them, have ar- 
rived as some have supposed, or at all 
likely to swell the ranks of tho thou- 
sands of destitute men who, wo are 
at least told, are at present In tho pro- 
vince. (Hear, hear.) 

Army's Good Work. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, with these proofs 
of good work by the army before us, I 
think it is not asking too much of 
honourable gentlemen on the opposite 
side of the house to withhold their 
criticism of the government In this 
connection until such time as they can 
produce something to show that tho 
army has failed in its agreement 
that tho government was ill advised In 
becoming a party to it. Labor condi 
tions have changed completely 
throughout this continent during the 
past four months, but will anyone be 
bold enough to predict that these con- 
ditions are permanent? Is it not 
fact rather that the country is pass- 
ing through a short period of depres- 
sion, and that with the opening of 
spring, all classes of labor will be more 
in demand than ever. Looking the 
situation over, and considering the 
very extensivo works proposed In rail- 
way building, lumbering, mining and 
other Industries during the coming 
working season, and coupling this with 
the universally expressed wish to make 
this province "a white man's country,'' 
who will say that the government is 
not fully justified In encouraging the 
Immigration of men of British birth to 
assist in the development of our vast 
natural resources, and share in tho 
benefits which will be derived from 
their exploitation. (Cheers.) 

And I repeat, Sir, have we not the 
most complete justification for the 
policy upon which we have entered— 
of drawing our own countrymen from 
the old land — of assisting them to come 
out to this province and of affording 
them an ample opportunity for sharing 
In the same advantages and in the 
same great privileges which we our- 
selves enjoy — in preference to permit- 
ting the employment, or to being 
forced to employ, Oriental labor — 
when, as is well known, our own peo- 
ple are only too anxious to come out 
,and to do this very work. (Cheers.) 
General Conditions. 
I am sure every member of this' 
house will join with me in congratulat- 
ing the business men and manufac- 
turers of Canada generally, and 'those 
of British Columbia in particular, in 
not having allowed themselves to be 
influenced by the spirit of panic which 
has wrought so much damage in the 
United States^ (Hear, hear). There 
has been a period of industrial stagna- 
tion, in which hundreds of thousands 
of wage-earners were thrown ou't of 
work and millions of dollars withdrawn 
from circulation. With tile -purchas- 
ing power of the workingman destroy- 
ed, every line of business has suffered 
and distress and discomfort rule in 
many parts of the republic, with little 
prospect of relief for months to come. 
(Hear, hear). 

Lumber ilndustry. 
Wl'th us it is true that there has 
been a more or less general shutting 
down of logging camps and sawmills, 
but this was due to local causes, and 
the number of men thrown out of em- 
ployment was proportionately no more 
than in former years, during the dull 
season, for there had been great ex- 
pansion in the logging and milling in- 
dustries, and the number of men em- 
ployed in new enterprises was much 
greater than ever before. In the mat- 
ter of logs it is well known that prices 
reached the highest figure in the his- 
•fory of the business last summer; but 
the millmen soon discovered that the 
cut was far in excess of the demand. 
Prices fell to a nominal figure and the 
loggers ceased cutting tvith large 
stocks on hand. Many of the mills 
closed for the regular annual over- 
hauling of machinery and plan-t, while 
others found they had sufficient stock 
on hand to supply the demand during 
the dull winter months. I am im- 
pelled to make these remarks owing 
to the fact that some pessimistic In- 
dividuals are prophesizing hard times 
for our lumber industry, and it is not 
desirable that such statements should 
go to the outside world unchallenged. 
(Hear, hear). 1 venture to say that 
the lumbering interests of British Col- 
umbia were never in a more healthy 
condition 'than at this present time, 
and I -have every confidence that the 
steps taken by the government to check 
the indiscriminate staking of timber 
lands will materially aid in maintain- 
ing this satisfactory sta'te of things. 



year, so that the cut made In -the 
21st year may prove as profitable as 
that of the first year. This has been 
done on the Ottawa and In other parts 
of the east, and there Is no reason 
why the same wise policy should not 
be exercised here— in fact there exists 
every incentive to its adoption by men 
their life work. The British Columbia 
Timber and Forestry Chamber, the 
Canadian Forestry Association, and all 
other societies formed in tho interests 
of the lumber industry, should com- 
bine in a campaign of education which 
would teach, every man in the business 
to look upon proper methods of logging 
as the fundamental principle of success 
in his calling. (Hear, hear). 

While on this subject I might say 
that the percentage of forest fires dur- 
ing tho past year has shown a gratify- 
ing decrease, and the increased atten- 
tion given to their prevention is bear- 
ing good fruit, the lumbermen recog- 
nize the importance of fire protection 
and are earnestly assisting In the 
work. (Hear, hear). 

According to returns made to the 
chief timber inspector, the lumber cut 
for 1907 was as follows: 

Cut on provincial lands west of the 
Coast Range, 48S,000,000 feet; cut on 
provincial lands east of the Coast 
Range, 260,000,000 feet; cut on Domin- 
, n lands in the railway belt, 45,000,000; 
cut on E. & N. railway lands, Vancou- 
ver Island, 53,000,000. Total cut, 846,- 
000,000 feet. 

Stocks of lumber on hand west of 
Coast Range, 140,000,000; stocks of 
lumber on hand east of Coast Range, 
120,000,000. Total, 260,000,000. 

The total cut, valued at an average 
of $15 per thousand, represents $12,- 
690,000. 

Log scaling returns to hand show: 
Log scaled west of Coast Range, aver- 
age 31,800,000 per month, 382,320,000; 
logs scaled east of Coast Range, 178,- 
000,000. Total, 560,320,000. 

This would Indicate that at the be- 
ginning of 1907 there was about 280,- 
000,000 feet of logs in the woods or in 
the water. , n 

The revised totals of -the cut of 190b 
give a grand total of 570,721,923 feet, 
so that 1907 shows an increase in 
manufactured lumber of 375,000,000 
feet. (Applause). 

At the opening of tho new year's 
business the lumbermen find them- 
selves with a stock on hand of about 
260,000,000 feet, which I am informed, 
is being rapidly diminished to fill east- 
ern and overseas orders, and with a 
prospect of having more orders than 
they can conveniently supply when 
the building season begins on the 
prairies.. The fact that the "short" 
crop of 1907 is expected to net the 
farmers of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba more than the average crop 
of 1906, makes it certain that there 
will be no chock to the progress of 
those provinces and consequently — and 
if all other markets were cut off no 
falling off in the demand for our 
lumber 

Mines of Province. 

With regard to the shutting down of 
some of the big producing mines, I need 
only remind you of the coke shortage 
early in the year, and the fall in the 
prices of copper and other metals 
which followed tho collapse of the at- 
tempt to corner the market, an event 
which led to a general slump in 'all 
the principal trading stocks and tho 
bankruptcy of many large monetary 
concerns in the United States. No bet- 
ter proof is needed of the stability of 
our mining industry that in spite of 
these drawbacks tho mineral output 
sr/>ws an increase over that of 1906 of 
over three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars. The estimates of production are 
as follows:

pound, would amount In round num- 
bers to $2,000,000. This, it appears to 
ino Is a very serious state of affairs, 
the remedying of which calls for Imme- 
diate action. .While we cannot control 
the salmon canner.s of Puget Sound or 
force them into co-operation with our 
own Cahners, In a scheme. for preserv- 
ing the salmon, the Dominion govern- 
ment can surely take measures to pre- 
vent our halibut banks from being un- 
lawfully depleted by foreign poachers. 
Capt. Newcomb's Report 
Capt. Nevvcomb states the facts as 
follows: "Referring to the 39,334,329 
pounds of halibut caught during the 
year 1906 by foreign fishermen in the 
waters off the coast of British Co- 
lumbia, I beg to state that said 
amount is accounted for as follows:

The situation Is admirably summed 
up in an editorial in the Western 
Canada Lumberman, from which I 
quote: "Whatever is in the best inter- 
ests of the lumber business is in Die 
best interests of British Columbia; for 
the lumber industry is the backbone 
of tho province. When lumbering lan- 
guishes trade and commerce languish, 
and in all. times of lumber activity unci 
good prices the entire industrial and 
business world of British Columbia 
wakes up. There is but rjne thing to 
guard against, that, is overspeculation 
in timber. If the laws can be changed 
to the advantage of timber owners 
and millmen, and the country safe- 
guarded against, the timber speculator, 
then let them bo changed." 

And I further claim, sir, that tho 
government has adopted tho best 
means possible to foster the lumber 
industry and to maintain it on a 
legitimate basis, for immediately that 
an attempt was made to raise the 
prices of logs, or lumber, beyond rea- 
son the reserves could be thrown open 
In the interests of the consumers. 
(Cheers). 

Forest Reservation. 

If is confidently hoped, sir, that our 
policy of forest reservation will en- 
courage more conservative methods of 
cutting timber, for it is natural to 
suppose that the holder of a license 
will adopt every means possible to 
secure the best results from year to

The total for 1906 was $24,9SO,540, 
an increase of $75S,437 for 1907. 

I may add that this estimate is a 
conservative one, and that when all the 
returns are at hand they will more 
than likely show a considerably larg- 
er increase. The difficulties which 
arose between the mine owners and 
their employees, following the reduc- 
tion in prices of metals and conse- 
quent cut down of wages, have happily 
been adjusted on a satisfactory basis, 
and the mining Industry shows un- 
mistakable signs of permanent pros- 
perity. The calm sensible, business- 
like way in which the mine owners and 
mine workers discussed the situation, 
and tho spirit of conciliaton shown all 
through their negotiations, was an ex- 
ample to the industrial world, and a 
credit to all concerned. 

Fisheries Returns. 
The fisheries returns for the sea- 
son of 1907 will show smaller results 
than those of many former years. 

1906 and 1907 were "lean" years in 
the salmon fishing industry. In 1906 
year the total salihon catch amounted 
to $5,096,927, compared with $8,330,713 
in 1905, While 1907 shows a still greater 
I'alling off, the total pack being 547,459 
cases valued at $2,974,480, but there 
must be added to this the value of 
fresh, frozen, smoked, salted and pick- 
led salmon, the figures of which are 
not yet available. This is one of the 
smallest packs on record, the only ono 
approaching it being that of 1904. when 
the total was 465,894 cases 

It. is possible, indeed experts declare 
it is a fact, that the salmon of this 
coast is being destroyed by the indis- 
criminate methods used in catching the 
fish, and that unless preservative re- 
gulations are adopted and strictly en- 
forced in this province and in the state 
of Washington, this great industry 
may, in a. very few years be but a com- 
mercial memory. Or. tho other hand, 
optimists in tho business scoff at ex- 
pert opinion and confidently assert that 
the annual runs will continue to occur 
as in the past, in sequence, of "lean" 
years broken by periodica! "fat" years, 
when the fish arc so plentiful as to 
defy all efforts to preserve more than 
a small percentage. As an ounce of pre- 
vention is better than a pound of cure, 
however, it behooves us to do every- 
thing in our power to avert the des- 
truction of the salmon fisheries, and 
every possible effort will be made by 
this government to preserve them as 
a permanent and profitable industry. 

Now, although the statistics of the 
Dominion fisheries department show a 
big decrease in tho value of British 
Columbia fisheries in 1!)0C, the last 
year for which we have tho figures of 
the total catch, thero is one important 
Item in those statistics which is very 
misleading. I rcfor to the catch of 
halibut. British Columbia Is credited 
with 11,416,700 pounds, valued at 
$570,835, vet in the face of that state- 
ment Capt. Newcomb, commanding tho 
fisheries cruiser Kestrel, reports that 
foreign fishermen caught during 1906 
no loss than 39,334,329 pounds of hali- 
but in British Columbia waters, which 
at tho \\wast estimate, 5 per cents per 



Total catch 39,334,329 

"The above stated companies em- 
ploy largo boats 'which operate twelve 
dories each and fish with from twelve 
to twenty-four miles of trawls for 
each steamer. The 18,000,000 pounds 
taken by tho forty odd smaller crafts 
wore caught in districts 2 and 3, most- 
ly in the latter district (these dis- 
tricts are two of the three into which 
Capt. Newcomb divided his cruising 
ground). These odd crafts operate 
from two to four dories each and 
about one mile of trawls to a dory. 

"Each and every one of the above 
craft frequent and clean their fish in 
the harbors of British Columbia, when 
the Kestrel is not there to prevent 
this violation of our laws, and the de- 
struction of our inshore fisheries, as 
it is a well known fact that fish will 
not frequent waters where dead fish 
and offal aro disposed of. 

"In connection with the above it 
might be well to here state that when 
the foreign fishing vessels (herein re- 
ferred to) are on the fishing ground 
follpwlng up the halibut, when setting 
their trawls they often find that the 
halibut are not on the grounds, and 
instead of catching halibut, they catch 
black and grey cod, which valuable 
fish aro thrown overboard and de- 
stroyed; not only aro tons upon tons 
of these valuable fish wasted every 
year, but the fishing grounds aro de- 
pleted, for as I have already stated, 
fish will not frequent waters Where 
dead fish or offal are disposed of." 
Are Destroying Fish 
So it appears that these alien fish- 
ermen, not content with fishing for 
halibut in our waters and cleaning the 
fish in our harbors contrary to la»', 
are also ruthlessly destroying large 
quantities of cod and other fish. This 
illegal fishing and defiance of inter- 
national law in respect to harbors, is 
increasing year by . year, and the lat- 
ei>. act of the Dominion fisheries de- 
partment in granting a two years ex- 
tension of special privileges to the 
New England Fishing company, may 
well . have the effect of encouraging 
other foreign fishermen to disregard 
the fishery and coasting laws. ' 

Capt. Newcomb. after earnestly re- 
commending the immediate construc- 
tion of extra vessels for the fisheries" 
protection service, shows how the evil 
is growing. 

He says: "My reason for asking 
that the above stated vessels be put 
Into commission at as early a date 
as possible is, viz: During the year 
of 1903 there were ,'i6 United States 
fishing vessels, three streamer and 
thirteen schooners, engaged in fishing 
halibut off- the coast of British Co- 
lumbia. During the present year, 1906, 
the fleet of United States vessels en- 
gaged in fishing halibut in these wa- 
ters of the coast of British Columbia 
comprises six steamers and forty other 
vessels, which I have been able to 
locate, making a total of 46 craft, 
which is an increase of thirty vessels 
In three years; this, combined with 
the discovery of new . fishing grounds 
accounts for the increased catch, of 
fish, thus the depleted grounds- are not 
noticed. Some of the halibut banks 
upon which the halibut were caught 
In the beginning of the halibut fish- 
ing on the coast of British Columbia, 
fifteen years ago, are now depleted, 
and the fishermen do not fish there." 
Illegal Fishing 
Capt, Newcomb in his report says 
also: , "I would respectfully recom- 
mend that all foreign vessels frequent- 
ing or entering the harbors, or pass- 
ing through the coast waters of Brit- 
ish Columbia, be required to report in- 
ward and outward at the present cus- 
toms office, and failing to do so be 
liable to the penalty provided by the 
customs act, as during the past year 
I have boarded 21 fishing and two 
other vessels in British waters (one 
of which I detained and the other 
seized), which were without customs 
papers of any kind, ir this were done 
It would be a valuable aid to me In 
determining the name and number of 
foreign vessels fishing in the waters 
off the coast of British Columbia, and 
Newcomb's report for arguments In 
inftsald waters. 

*I would also respectfully urge upon 
the department the necessity of the 
above stated cruiser being, placed in 
commission at the earliest possible 
moment, as at the present rate at 
which the halibut fishing grounds are 
being depleted by foreign fishermen 
as above set forth, In another six 
years these valuable fisheries will be 
fished out and be worthless, and wo 
will have no fishing Industry to pro- 
tect, and a valuable asset to the gov- 
ernment of Canada will have ceased 
to exist." 

Steps Should Be Taken 
It is unnecessary to go beyond Capt. 
Newcombc's report for arguments In 
favor of prompt and effective meas- 
ures being taken for the preservation 
of our deep sea fisheries. It seems 
to me that the extraordinary condi- 
tions which it discloses call for more 
than more passing mention and that 
it devolves upon this house to take 
action, so far as lies within its pro- 
vince, which will serve to arouse the 
Federal government to a sense of the 
duty it owes to British Columbia and 
to all the Dominion in respect to the 
Pacific fisheries, which, under the 
present lax administration of the law, 
are threatened witli destruction. The 
question is of such national import- 
ance as to raise it above party con- 
siderations, 

Upon Its solution depends the pre- 
servation to Canadians of a great In- 
dustry, which affords unlimited op- 
portunity for development, or the to- 
tal loss of our fisheries by allowing 
them to be illegally exploited by for- 
eigners. . . .... 

From the preliminary reports of the 
British Columbia fisheries inspectors 
tile comparative failure of the salmon 
fishing In 1907 was materially offset 
by ah increase in the catch of herring, 
sturgeon and other fish, while the 
\vhn ling industry showed a flourishing 
condition. 

It is thercforo safe to say that when 
the returns are all in 1907 will stand 
well tip on tho list of average years 
of the fisheries industry. 



Total Is a Big One. 

Now, Mr. Speaker, I am afraid that 
I have overmuch Wearied the house 
with a series of very dry statistics, 
which, however, I think will be very 
generally admitted to bo very useful 
in their way. (Hear, hear.) 

But I feel, sir, that when I am pre- 
senting the budget to the house, it is 
only right and proper to place at the 
same time before the house, in very 
brief compass, some account of the 
conditions which prevail elsewhere, as 
well as a short survey of the condi- 
tions that , exist in this province. 
(Hear, hear.) I have dealt, sir, with 
the agricultural, the fishery, the lum- 
ber and the mining interests of this 
country, and I can tell the hon. mem- 
bers of tills house that If they will take 
the trouble to add up the total figures 
for each single one of these leading 
industries, they will find that when 
they are placed together, they ' will 
have a grand total production today 
exceeding $55,000,000. (Cheers.) The 
population of British Columbia, sir, is 
now upwards of 250,000. According to 
the per capita giant, it is only about 
175,000, but making all proper allow- 
ances, our population must at the 
present moment number over 250,000. 
(Hear, hear.) And what, sir, does this 
mean? Why, it means, sir, that this 
great province of British Columbia is 
at the present time producing over 
$200 for every man, woman and child 
within its boundaries (cheers), show- 
ing, in a, nutshell, sir, and in the most 
emphatic fashion that is perhaps pos- 
sible, what tremendous advantages wo 
possess; and, further, that these im- 
mense material interests are being ac- 
tively exploited to the benefit of tho 
revenue and to the advancement of the 
prosperity of tho country. (Cheers.) 
And that, when considered altogether, 
it possesses, and in the highest do-, 
greo, the advantages which makes us 
believe that is just the country for 
the white man. (Cheers. > 

Further Development. 
And I further make bold to say, sir, 
in spite of all that has been said to 
the contrary, that the development of 
our resources will require many more 
active hands, and will make room for 
many more people. (Hear, hear.) 
While, and with equal confidence, I 
maintain that it is not only our simple 
duty, but a most patriotic duty, when 
we are endeavoring to find that labor, 
we should turn to our own flesh and 
blood — both In the countries to the 
east of us and in the great Mother 
Land in the still farther east. (Cheers.) 

1 am moreover proud, sir, in being 
able to state that to a certain extent, 
we have succeeded In carrying into 
successful execution this policy, and 
that we have been able to place many, 
who were not in the best of circum- 
stances in the old land, in positions of 
competency and comfort in this great 
province: thus carrying into practical 
effect our policy of seeking to promote 
by every means that lie within our 
our power, the best and the highest in- 
terests of white labor in this magnifi- 
cent and most prosperous province of 
British Columbia. (Cheers.)

GAMBLING ON RA CE TRACKS 

Gov. Hughes' Measure to Amend the 
Penal Code is Subject of Inter- 
est to All Classes 



Albany, N. Y., Feb. 19. — Millionaires, 
race track followers, clergymen, law- 
yers and legislators were represented 
at the hearing this afternoon before, the 
joint senate and assembly codes com- 
mission on the Agnew-Hart bill propos- 
ing to amend the penal code so as . to 
prohibit gambling on race tracks as 
suggested by Governor Hughes. 

At 7 o'clock tonight after four hours 
discussion, the hearing was adjourned 
until Wednesday, March 4. During tho 
Interval, it is intimated that August 
Belmont, chairman of the Jockey club, 
will call a meeting of that organization 
for the purpose of agreeing on certain 
suggestions to be submitted to the 
legislative commission and designed to 
check the practice of young men gam- 
bling. Among those who were not 
Scheduled to speak, but who made short 
remarks, were August Belmont, chair- 
man of the Jockey club, James R. Kecne, 
owner of many famous race horses; P. 
H. Johnson of Kentucky, president of 
the National Trotting Association. 

The principal addresses against tho 
hill were made by Jos. Auerbach, at- 
torney for tile Jockey club, who upheld 
the so-called unconstitutional discrim- 
ination of the present Percy-Gray law 
under which, betting is permitted on 
race tracks, subject only to the penalty 
of the recovery in a civil action of the 
amount wagered. He declared that 
the. measure, would create discrimination 
against the race track and in favor of 
pool rooms and criticised Governor 
Hughes for making "a speech there 
with full scenic effects in support of 
the bill. He said two years ago a sim- 
ilar bill was introduced but after Dr. 
Sheer and Bishop Doane had been in- 
formed that it was prompted .by tho 
poolrooms, tney wmictrcw their en- 
dorsement of it. I am not saying that 
this bill was prompted by the pool- 
rooms, but I do say that it is in the in- 
terests of the - poolrooms. 



One on Carnegie

in his honor told a story at his own 
expense.
